And  that  Cap* :  George  Erwin 
Commander  of  the  Shipp  New  London  (yet  upon  the  shoare)  be  required  by  a 
"Warrant  to  receive  them  aboard  his  shipp,  and  carry  them  home  accordingly  :  The 
said  Prisoners  being  poore,  'tis  ordered  that  they  be  paid  o  pagos :  a  man  to  furnish 
them  wth  :  Clothes  &ca  :  for  the  Voyage.

Memorandum  that  at  or  about  three  of  the  Clock  in  the  after  noon  one 
Thomas  Savage  Souldier  of  Port  St.  George  being  in  drink  did  abuse  wth  :  'bad 
words  his  Officer,  by  name  John  Waterhouse  Sarjeant  who  at  that  time  had  the 
command  of  the  Choultry  Guard  under  his  Ensigne  John  Timbrell  who  was  then 
absent,  upon  weh :  the  said  Sarjeant  commanded  the  Corporall  Edward  Short  to 
tye  him  down  upon  his  Cott,  but  continuing  to  be  abusive,  he  commanded  the  said 
Corporall  to  bind  him  neck  and  heels,  the  weh  :  he  forthwith  performed,  but  it  seemes 
not  doing  it  as  he  ought,  the  prisoner  Thomas  Savage  complayned,  saying  do  not 
hang  me,  the  Corporall  replyed  no  Thomas  I  won't  hang  thee,  but  Fie  tye  you 
fast,  so  after  he  had  him  bound  the  time  of  3  or  4  Inches  of  Match  was  burnt  out, 
wch  :  was  by  command  of  the  Serjeant  lighted,  he  was  unbound,  a  litle  before 
wch  :  his  Urine  did  pass  from  him,  and  being  loosed  was  found  dead  and  not  seem  to 
stirr,  whereupon  notice  being  brought  to  the  Governour  Sr  :  "Wm  :  Langhorn  Baronet 
by  Cap*  :  Lieutenant  James  Bett,  the  Governour  ordered  said  Lieutenant  Bett  to  go  to 
Tim0 :  Wilkes  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Town,  the  other  being  at  that  time  indis- 
posed could  not  come,  to  desire  him  to  send  for  some  sufficient  Gentlemen  of  the 
English  Nation,  &  freemen  to  goe  along  wth  :  him  the  said  Tim0 :  Wilkes,  and  to 
see  the  dead  body,  and  there  to  make  inquiry  how  his  Death  happened  before  its 
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buriall,  wch :  accordingly  was  immediately  performed  by  Tim0  :  Wilkes,  Nathaniel 
Cholmley,  Wm :  Alley  &  Robert  [Ffreeman  Merchants]  &  John  Waldo  &

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Eecd  :  a  letter  from  our  Bramany  Egip  at  G-olconda  advising  of  the  peace  that 
was  made  between  the  King  of  Golcondah  and  the  Visapore  forces,  the  contents 
whereof  is  in  the  Coppy  booke  of  letters :  The  Bamans  that  brought  the  letter  say, 
that  'tis  Grafly :  reported  the  Kings  Army  will  in  short  time  march  toward  Chengy 
to  retake  it  from  Sevagee.

1st  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  since  his  being  Second  of  Metchlep™  :  was  concern'd 
wth  :  Bichd  :  Mohun  in  Shiping,  Stock  &  Trade,  as  will  appear  from  a  pair  of  Joynt 
Bookes  together  wth  :  the  testimony  of  Mr :  Christopr :  Hatton  and  Mr :  John  Tivill  who 
have  perused  the  same. 

2.  That  the  25  Bales  of  Long  cloth  of  the  Honoble :  Compas :  was  by  his

1675/6  and  that  he  bought  such  a  parcell  of  Broad  Cloth  Philip  Noden's  Attestation 
will  make  appeare. 

8.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  did  take  70  Rupees  fraight  from  Bobbo  Bengala 
one  of  the  Honoble :  Campas :  Merchants  for  goods  sent  on  their  shipps  to  Bengale. 

9.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  was  in  great  want  of  monys  to  defray  the  charges 
of  his  journey  to  Madrass  in  the  month  of  Augst :  1673  and  to  pay  some  Debts  in 
Metchlepm  :  woh :  I  supplyed  him  with,  otherwise  his  Creditors  would  have  prevented  his 
journey,  woh  :  kindness  he  very  gratefully  requited,  by  utterly  denying  that  he  ever 
had  such  monys  of  me  till  his  receipt  was  produced  to  convince  him. 

10.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  did  send  to  Golconda  two  or  more  Chests  of  the 
HonobIe :  Compas :  Silver,  wch  :  was  convey'd  out  of  Towne  in  manner  of  a  Corp's,  and 
stop'd  at  the  Dutch  Garden  by  the  Governour  of  Metchlepm  :  but  afterward  he  caus'd 
the  silver  to  be  cut  in  pieces,  &  sent  it  privately  by  severall  peons  thither. 

11.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  did  employ  all  or  most  part  of  the  Honoble :  Comp^  : 
Boates  &  Boatmen  to  the  Coast  of  Gingerlee  to  bring  from  thence  paddy  and  Bice, 
wth :  severall  of  their  peons  to  attend  them  where  they  continued  a  considerable  time 
upon  his  business  at  the  Honoble :  Comp^  :  charge. 

12.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  did  in  the  night  privately  convey  out  of  the 
Honoble :  Compas :  Factory  in  Metchlepatam,  a  quantity  of  their  Silver  to  the  House 
of  Mahomed  Nassiere  as  a  pawn  for  monys  borrowed  of  the  said  Nassiere,  Venco 
Bramina,  and  Accana  Shereff  were  the  persons  employ'd  by  Mathew  Mainwaring 
in  pawning  the  said  Silver. 

13.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  did  lend  to  Robert  ffleetwood  &  George  Chamber- 
laine  severall  considerable  summs  of  mony,  part  whereof  he  paid  himself  out  of  the 
Honoble :  Compas :  Cash,  when  delivered  to  them  for  Investment. 

14.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  did  for  some  time  whils't  he  was  Chief  Commis- 
sioner, furnish  the  ffactory  wth  :  his  own  Oyle,  Butter,  Rice,  &c :  provisions  at  the 
Buzar  rates,  wch :  ought  to  have  been  bought  up  in  the  Country  at  the  cheapest  price, 
as  allwayes  practised  by  the  ffactory  Steward. 

15.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  kept  severall  Tappa's  upon  the  road  between 
Madrass  and  Metchlepm :  in  time  of  peace  at  the  Honoble :  Compas :  charge. 

16.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  did  attach  a  parcell  of  Tuttenague  appertaining 
to  Senior :  Ruyser  by  him  recommended  to  the  care  of  George  Chamberlain  for  pag09  : 
2000  as  a  debt  due  to  the  Honoble :  Compa  :  from  the  said  Chamberlain,  when 
Matthew  Mainwaring  indeed  had  lent  him  the  mony  upon  bond  in  his  own  name, 
and  deducted  50  pag08 :  as  the  loan  thereof  for  Interest  at  2|  &  Cent,  q^  mensem 
and  afterward  fearing  Mr.  Chamberlain's  insufficiency,  clap'd  the  debt  upon  the 
Honoble  :  Compa  :  and  brought  the  interest  into  their  Cash,  in  the  presence  of  their 
servants,  the  better  to  pretend  a  ground  for  the  attachment. 

3.7.  That  Captain  William  Alley  did  deliver  into  the  hands  of  Mathew  Main- 
waring the  monys  brought  for  the  account  of  Robert  Fleetwood  deceased  from 
Gombroom  to  Metchlep™ :  in  the  month  of  Septemb' :  1676,  and  the  said  Captain 
Alley  did  affirme  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  he  did  acquaint  Matthew  Mainwaring 
whose  mony  [it]  was. 

18.  That  the  Honoble :  Compas :  Silver  in  the  yeare  1675  &  1676  was  sould  by 
Matthew  Mainwaring  at  an  under  rate,  and  not  delivered  to  the  Honoble :  Comp*8 : 
Merchants  at  5-J4  and  b\\  pagos :  ty  Seere  in  truck  of  Callicos,  as  in  former  yeares. 
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19.  That  George  Chamberlaine  demanding  a  sight  of  the  Honoble :  Comp"  : 
Cash  in  the  month  of  Decenibr :  1676.  '  Matthew  Mainwaring  delayed  to  produce 
the  Cash  and  acco* :  thereof,  till  John  Scattergood  who  was  newly  arrived  from 
Golconda,  lent  him  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  wherewith  'tis  presum'd  the 
Honoble :  Compas :  Cash  was  made  up. 

20.  That  Matthew  Mainwaring  hath  irregularly  charged  ye  Honoble :  Compa  : 
with  pag09 :  996  :  20  fanams  for  his  own  extravagant  charges. 

21.  That  Mathew  Mainwaring  did  in  a  letter  to  the  Chief  &  Councell  of  Mada- 
pollam  declare  himself  to  be  out  of  Cash  for  the  Honoble :  Compa :  above  2000  pagos : 
and  that  he  had  taken  up  mony  at  Interest  to  defray  the  expence  of  the  Factory, 
when  at  the  same  time  he  ought  to  have  had  in  ready  Cash  about  2000  pag03 :  as  will 
appeare  by  the  acco* :  of  Cash  in  Metchlepatam  Factory  when  enquired  into. 

22.  That  Matthew  Mainwaring  has  not  monthly  sent  up  to  the  ffort  a  copy  of 
his  Accompt  of  Cash,  Dyary  and  Consultations  as  enordered  in  the  Metchlepatam 
Consultation  booke,  when  the  Worspfl :  the  Agent  Elect  was  at  that  place. 

23.  That  Matthew  Mainwaring  has  not  since  his  being  Second  or  Chief  Commis- 
sioner at  Metchlepatam  made  up  nor  sent  home  to  England  under  nis  hand  writing 
one  pair  of  bookes,  neither  does  take  care  that  those  persons  whose  assistance  he 
procures  to  make  them  up  should  doe  it  timely,  they  being  never  begun  till  the 
month  of  Decembr :  wcb  :  occasions  through  hast  to  get  them  finished  much  disorder 
and  confusion.  Neither  doth  the  said  Matthew  Mainwaring  keepe  any  Cash  booke,  as 
was  evident  when  George  Chamberlain  demanded  a  view  thereof,  together  wth  :  the 
Cash ;  He  wth :  William  Ayloffe  at  that  time  spent  a  whole  day  and  a  night  to 
frame  a  Cash  booke  out  of  Beceipts  and  loose  Notes,  wch  :  when  finished,  was  inter- 
lined in  severall  places.

2.  Long  Cloth  25  Bales  of  the  Honoble :  Compas :  taken  out  of  their  Godownes 

by  me. 
ffor  answear  hereunto,  and  that  it  was  done  by  his  only  order  I  referr  as  above. 
And  if  he  was  pleased  to  concerne  in  the  Eeturnes   of  his  Adventure,  'twas  his  plea- 
sure, and  for  wch  :  I  cannot  in  reason  be  judged  accountable,   since  neither  Chiefe  to 
give  the  order  nor  "Warehousekeeper  to  obey. 

3.  Kyalls  A  ±0°°   of  tlie  Honoble :  Compas :  taken   out    of   their  Godowne 

o 

by  me. 
That  they  were  delivered  me  on  Eichard  Mohun  private  acco4 :  in  Mr :  Tivills 
hand.     I  referr  to  my  answear  of  the  22tb  :  January,  and  how  I  imploy  what  mony 
I  have,  it  concernes  no  man  to  enquire  nor  me  to  resolve  them. 

4.  Eichard  Mohuns  declaring  himself  unconcern'd  in  ye  broyles  wth  :  Meleck 

Sweele,  and  that  he  has  been  informed  they  were  of  my  creating. 

I  referr  to  my  answear  of  the  22th  :  Janry  167|  but  humbly  beggyou  to  Note, 
that  when  those  broyles  wth :  that  Governour  were  began,  Eichard  Mohun  was  Chief 


Charge. 
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and  in  Metchlepatam,  now  whether  one  of  the  Couneell  can  create  broyles  wth : 
Governours  (the  Chief  being  upon  the  place)  without  the  Chiefs  authorizing  him, 
his  knowledge,  consent  and  approbation,  I  leave  your  good  selves  to  judge,  but  that 
they  were  created  by  Eichard  Mohun  only,  and  his  directions,  approbation  &  orders 
given  concerning  the  piscash,  his  severall  letters  and  the  clause  there  abouts  in  my 
abovementioned  answear  of  the  22th  :  January  will  plainly  make  appeare. 

5.  About  5    Boates  sent  to   Madrass  &  taken  by   the  Dutch,  and  Eichard 

Mohuns  being  then  uncapable  to  act,  and  distracted  as  in  his  Interroga- 

torys. 

I  have  allready  replyed  to  most  part  of  this  in  my  answear  of  the  22th :  January 

167|-  but  I  here  begg  leave  to  inlarge,   since  Frensie   or  something   worse  has  I 

find,  so  disturbed  his  reasonable  faculties,  that  passion  has  rendered  him  forgettfull 

of  those  severall  letters  I  have  now  by  me  under  his  own  hand,  whose  contents  will 

I  ensure  be  unsavory,  and  the  very  soule  and  spirit  of  his  mallice  I  hope  evaporate, 

and  become  ineffectuall  to  their  wish'd  for  ends,    when  I  produce  them  before  the 

Agent  and  Couneell,  for  whose   satisfactions,  I  shall  here  insert  the  dates  of  them, 

wth  :  some  few  observations  on  their  [contents]  woh  :  do  imply  in  him  a  well  ordered 

mind,  free  then  from  all  impressions  of  madness.     And  furthermore  in  a  letter  from 

Mr :  ffleetwood  and  Mr :  Hatton  Dated  the   Ultimo  December  1672,  they  couch  his 

sickness  under  no  such  tearme  as  distraction,  but  say  viz1 :. 

"By  reason  of  Mr :  Mohuns  great  Indisposition  yours  of  the  29th:  was 
opened." 
Now  experience  dayly  tells  some  of  us,  that  a  man  may  be  very  much  indisposed, 
yet  free  from  madness,  and  as  well  able  to  couneell  &  advise  as  ever,  tho  not  in  a 
condition  to  act  and  put  in  execution,  and  in  a  letter  from  Mr :  ffleetwood  dated 
the  primo  Janry  167f  he  advises  us  of  his  recovery  in  these  words  viz1 :. 

"Mr:  Mohun  being  somewhat  indisposed  we  were  unwilling  to  trouble  him, 
but  now  praysed  be  God  he  is  well  recovered. " 
the  same  was  also  confirmed  to  us  by  said  Mr:  Fleetwood  &  Mr:  Fields  in  a 
joynt  letter,  and  on  the  4th  :  Janry  167f,  Eichard  Mohun  wrott  Mr :  Chamberlaine 
and  myself  a  very  rationall  and  discreet  letter  concerning  ye  Bookes  and  quick 
dispatch  of  the  shipps,  not  one  expression  therein  savouring  of  distraction  wch  : 
he  now  pretends ;  and  no  less  unlike  a  Madd  mans  were  those  about  the  Boates 
of  the  10th:  &  13th:  January  I67f  signed  by  the  Couneell  there,  and  one  of 
Mr:  Hattons  handwriting  all  whom  we  esteemed  so  judicious  to  conflrme  the 
dictates  of  a  distracted  mind,  by  a  subscription  to  them,  and  assisting  him  therein, 
and  therefore  were  from  thence  induced  to  believe  Eichard  Mohun  in  good  health 
both  of  body  and  mind,  as  Mr :  ffleetwood  &  Mr :  ffield  [have]  before  advised  us,  and 
his  actions  wth  :  Captaine  Fisher  &  Dawes  did  plainly  make  appeare.  And  whereas 
he  instances  Mr:  Chamberlaine  and  my  letter  of  the  21th  :  Janry  I67f  long  after 
his  orders  for  sending  the  Honoble :  Compas :  goods  by  Boates,  and  some  dayes  after 
their  dispatch,  I  have  thought  good  to  insert  the  very  words  relating  to  his 
condition  viz* : 

"  insomuch  that  passion  guides  him  (meaning  Eichard  Mohun)  to  many  ill 
wayes  of  proceeding,  he  laying  now  "aside  all  manner  of  business,  giving 
his  mind  to  nothing  but  spending  exhausting  his  mony." 
And  if  Richard  Mohun  pleases  but  to  allow  Covetousness  her  Counterpassion,  wch  : 
I  think  is  Prodigallity,  he  may  presently  see  what  passion  I  meant  in  the  afore- 
going Clause,  now  whither  Richd  :  Mohun  does  not  by  this  letter  very  weakely 
goe  about  to  prove  us  confessing  him  mad  at  that  time,  and  that  the  sending 
those  boates  to  Madrass  (wch  :  were  unfortunately  surprised)  was  an  act  of  ours 
proceeding  from  our  own  directions  and  Consultations,  and  whither  we  had  not 
his  &c  :  possitive  orders  for  what  we  did,  I  leave  it  to  ye  Agent  &  Couneell  to 
determine,  most  passively  submitting  to  their  more  judicious  censures. 
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6.  My  being  indebted  to  several!  persons. 

There  is  no  Merchant  in  the  world  that  trades,  but  must  unavoydably  be  some 
times  indebted,  wch  :  tends  not  at  all  to  his  discredit  if  he  honestly  payes  it,  woh  :  I 
believe  every  one  has  heard  I  have  sufficiently  done,  and  I  should  account  it  a  great 
happyness  for  my  paines  if  Eichard  Mohun  would  be  perswaded  to  honesty,  and  a 
discharging  his  many  obligations. 

7.  That  I  bought  a  parcell  of  Broad  Cloth  of  Cap* :  Hall  in  Bengale  &ca : 

Of  a  strange  principle  is  Richard  Mohun  who  I  find  accusing  me  of  that  wch  : 
under  his  own  subscription  he  did  acquit  me  of  when  'twas  first  broached  by 
Mr :  Foley,  who  did  himself  at  last  recant  and  signed  the  Attestation  wth  :  Sr :  Will : 
Langhorn,  Mr  :  Bridges,  Eichard  Mohun,  Mr :  Joseph  Hynmers,  Mr :  Chamberlaine, 
M1' :  Arnold,  Cap' :  Eichard  Goodlad,  Cap* :  Hall,  and  severall  of  the  Honoble :  Compas : 
servants,  wherein  they  cleared  me  from  that  aspersion,  which  Foley  had  falsly  and 
unworthily  cast  on  me,  but  tis  very  likely  Broomer  who  was  ripe  to  do  wickedness 
(he  lost  at  Dice  in  Metchlepm  :  on  a  Sunday  all  that  he  was  worth  in  those  parts  wch : 
was  above  150  :  pagos :)  has  by  Richard  Mohuns  perswasions  (tho  'twas  first  started 
many  yeares  before  he  came  into  the  Country)  given  him  an  attestation  thereabouts, 
in  revenge  because  I  check'd  him  for  his  idleness  &  fowle  tongue,  and  slighted 
him  for  his  debauches.  And  it  may  be  also  Rich*1 :  Mohun  and  his  Confederates  have 
by  their  policy,  vertue  of  the  boule,  &  promises  of  reward  when  he  should  have  regain'd 
the  Chief  ship,  seduced  easy  Mr :  Noden  (who  was  but  a  Child  in  those  dayes)  to 
subscribe  also  an  attestation  thereabouts,  and  therefore  I  humbly  desire  he  may  be 
sent  for  up,  and  sworne  thereto,  for  weake  men  and  Children  will  often  say  that  wch  : 
they  dare  not  sweare  ;  And  as  to  Richard  Mohuns  allegation  that  I  drew  my  sword 
on  Foley,  'tis  abominably  false,  but  I  would  faine  know  how  I  scared  Richard  Mohun 
too  into  a  signing  that  attestation,  and  permitting  the  Cloth  he  now  pretends  I  had 
to  be  conveighed  out  of  the  Factory,  since  he  was  then  Chiefe,  &  had  before  I  came 
ashoare  sett  a  guard  of  peons  on  my  Chests. 

8.  That  I  tooke  of  Bobbo  70  Rupees  for  fraight  on  ye  Honoble :  Companys 

shipps. 
I  referr  to  my  answear  of  the  22th  :  Janry  1 67-^. 

9.  My  want  of  mony  in  August  1673  [to]  defray  my  journey   Charges,  and 

pay  my  debts,  &  my  denying  the  receipt. 
I  have  not  Richard  Mohuns  accounts  here,  but  I  think  he  has  charged  me  therein 
wth :  pagos :  200  delivered  me  about  that  time,  but  whereas  he  pretends  my  journey 
would  have  been  stop'd  if  he  had  not  lent  me  that  small  summe,  your  discreeter 
selves  will  easily  perceive  the  mallice  and  foolishness  in  such  an  allegation,  since  at 
that  time  I  had  many  better  friends  in  the  Towne,  who  would  have  furnished  me  wth  : 
a  farr  greater  summe  if  my  occasions  had  been  so  urgent,  and  if  by  omitting  to 
enter  it  in  my  booke,  I  had  forgott  it,  and  did  upon  first  demand  question  its  payment 
to  me,  the  Judicious  I  hope  will  not  for  so  small  a  fault  censure  so  uncharitably  of 
me  as  Richard  Mohuns  does.  But  I  desire  that  my  receipt  may  be  produced  for  I 
do  not  remember  whether  I  gave  any  for  that  mony. 

10.  My  conveighing  out  of  Town  two  or  more  Chests  of  the  HonoWe :  Compas : 

silver  in  manner  of  a  dead  Corps,  &  sending  it  to  Golcondoo. 
I  referr  to  my  answear  of  the  22th :  January  167|  and  if  I  buy  any  Silver  I  hope 
I  may  have  leave  to  melt  it  downe  or  cutt  it  and  send  it  where  my  occasions  require 
by  peons  or  Coolys  as  I  please  selfe. 

11.  That  I  employed  most  part  of  the  Honoble :  Compa* :  boates  and  Boatemen, 

and  several!  of  their  peons  to  Gingerlee. 

ffor  answear  to  my  imploying  the  Boates  and  Boatemen  I  referr  to  my  paper  of 

the  22tlu  Janry  :  167|.    And  if  the  Honoble :  Compas :  peons  be  helpf  ull  to  any  pertieular 

concerne  without  neglect  of  their  duty,  I  conceive  there  is  no  wrong,  nor  will  they 

be  offended  at  it,  since  it  keepes  them  from  Idleness,  and  fitts  them  for  their  service 
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by  gaining  them  experience,  whereby  they  are  the  better  able  to  mannage  any  business 
of  the  Honoble :  Compas :  when  occasion  requires.  I  might  also  pleade  custome  of  all 
Chiefs,  who  well  knowing  the  HonoblD :  Companies  goodness  will  indulge  them  so 
small  a  liberty,  do  sometimes  make  use  of  3  or  4  of  their  peons,  who  being  generally 
carefull  fellowes,  and  their  familys  neare  us,  are  the  fitter  to  be  intrusted  on  weighty 
concernes. 

12.  That  I  did  in  the  night  conveigh  out  &  pawne  a  quantity  of  the  HonobIe  : 

Compae :  Silver  to  Mahamud  Nassier. 
T  doe  here  possitively  deny  it. 

13.  That  I  lent  Mr :  ffleetwood  and  M1 :  Chamberlain  mony  and  paid  myselfe 

out  of  the  Honoble :  Compas  :  Cash  when  delivered  to  them. 

Here  please  to  Note  how  things  agree  for  he  sayes  viz* : 

"  He  paid  himself  out  of  the  Honoble :  Compas :   Cash  when  delivered  to  them 
for  Investment." 
Now  how  I  can  be  said  to  pay  myself  out  of  that  mony  wch  :  by  his  confession  was 
delivered  To  them,  and  so  in  their  possessions,  I  leave  you  to  judge,  but  this  is  only 
by  the  By. 

I  do  not  remember  in  all  my  travells,  nor  have  I  ever  heard  that  'tis  in  any 
place  a  custome  for  the  Creditor  to  examine  the  Debtor  where  he  gott  the  mony  he 
brings  him  to  satisfie  his  Bond,  and  I  am  very  confident,  that  I  never  paid  Mr: 
ffleetwood  nor  Mr:  Chamberlain  any  mony  without  a  Consultation,  and  for  wch:  I  have 
not  their  receipt  to  produce,  therefore  how  they  imployed  it  after  wards  concernes  not 
me,  and  I  desire  that  M.r :  Chamberlaine  ("who  is  still  living)  may  be  asked  whether  he 
did  not  pay  the  1000  pagos :  I  lent  him  viz* :  500  pagos :  to  Mr :  Edward  Herrys  in 
Madrass  for  my  account,  and  500  pagos :  to  mv  selfe  in  Metchlepatam  in  Abasses 
3500. 

14.  That  I  furnished  the  ffactory  with  oyle  and  butter  at  the  Buzar  rates. 

If  for  the  ffactorys  use  there  is  want  of  anything  I  have,  I  presume  I  may  as 
lawfully  take  the  Buzar  rate  for  it  as  a  Comittee,  and  I  referr  to  the  Stewards 
bookes  of  that  ffactory  (for  many  yeares  past)  for  information,  whether  those  neces- 
sarys  were  not  allwayes  bought  in  the  Buzar,  it  not  being  thought  convenient  to  permit 
the  Stewards  to  adventure  the  Honoble :  Companies  mony  abroad. 

15.  That  I  kept  Tappas  upon  the  Boad  in  time  of  peace. 

It  is  very  true  I  did  once  place  Tappas  on  the  road  to  bring  speedy  advice  of 
the  Honoble :  Compas :  shipps  arrivall  for  our  better  government. 

16.  That  I  attached  a  parcell  of  Dutch  Tuttenague  &ca  : 

It  is  very  true  that  Mr  :  Hatton,  Mr :  Arnold  and  myselfe  did  by  Consultation, 
and  in  behalfe  of  the  Honoble :  Compa :  attach  a  parcell  of  Dutch  Tuttenague  worth 
upwards  of  4000  pag08 :  and  pawn'd  to  me  by  Mr :  Chamberlaine  for  pagos :  2000,  for, 
perticulars  I  referr  to  the  Consultation  bookes,  wherein  the  attachment  and  Consulta- 
tions thereabout  stand  Registred,  and  that  it  was  lent  him  out  of  the  Cash  by  Mr : 
Arnolds  consent  (no  more  of  Councell  being  then  in  Towne)  his  often  acknowledge- 
ment, and  the  entries  in  accounts  do  make  appeare.  And  if  2000  pagos :  could  be  in 
any  danger,  when  a  pawne  worth  4000  pag08 :  lay  in  the  Honoble :  Compas :  ffactory  for 
security,  I  humbly  referr  it  to  the  Agent  and  Councells  consideration  ;  The  reasons 
for  our  lending  it  and  how  much  it  advantaged  the  Honoble :  Company,  the  severall 
papeis  thereabouts,  and  the  accounts  will  make  appeare. 

17.  That  Captain  Will.  Alley  did  deliver  into  my   hands  the  returnes  of 

Mr :  ffleetwoods  Persia  adventure. 
When  Mr-  Alley  at  his  very  first  arrivall  came  to  the  Honoble :  Compas :  Mansion 
house  to  see  me.  he  brought  his  Chest  up  wth  :  him,  and  put  it  downe  in  the  Hall, 
from  whence  at  his  pleasure,  and  whilst  I  was  abroad  he  removed  it,  without  delivering 
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one  [abasse]  of  Mr :  ffleetwoods  into  my  hands,  I  confess,  I  did  after  the  Chest 
was  carry  ed  away,  come  to  understand  there  was  mony  in  it,  and  do  suppose  (if 
Mr :  ffleetwood  was  to  have  any)  his  was  among  the  rest,  but  I  gott  not  one  Cash  of 
it,  tho  at  that  time,  he  was  and  still  is  indebted  to  me.  But  Mr :  Mohun  would 
have  done  like  an  honest  man  to  have  mentioned  this  whilst  Mr :  Alley  was  on  the 
shoare. 

18.  That  the  Honoble :  Comp*8 :  Silver  Anno  1675  and  1676  was  sold  at  under 

rates  and  not  delivered  the    Merchants  at  5-i-f-  &  5-J-f  pagns :  ty  Seer  in 

truck  for  Cloth. 
Here  I  must  first  take  notice  of  an  untruth  for  the  Merchants  never  (that  I 
remember)  tooke  any  at  5-L§-  but  allwayes  at  5if  at  wch :  rate  as  much  as  they 
usually  had,  and  was  in  those  yeares  (Mr :  Mohun  mentions)  agreed  for  with  them 
was  delivered  them,  and  the  over  plus  sold  in  the  Towne  for  pagos :  5T9-g  and  5if-  & 
Seer  the  Buzar  rates. 

19.  That  I  denyed  Mr :  Chamberlaine  a  sight  of  the  HonobIe :  Compas :  Cash 

in  the  Month  of  Decembr :  1676,  and  that  Mr:  Seattergood  lent  me  a 

considerable  suinme  of  mony,  with  wch :  Bichard  Mohun  presums  I 

made  up  the  Honoble :  Compa  :  Cash. 

Bichard  Mohun  is  full  of  presumings  but  empty  of  proofs,  and  therefore  not  to 

tyre  the  Agent  and   Councell  with  a  tedious  answear  I  shall   only  remind  them  that 

the  Cash  and  Cash  booke  was  then  produced,  and  considerable  summe  more  then  the 

ballance. 

20.  That  I  have  irregularly  charged  the  Company  with  about  pagos :  996  :  20 

fanams. 
I  confess  I  have  charged  the  Compa :  about  pagos :  900  for  Sallary,  dyet  Servants 
wages  &c :  the  same  in  proportion  as  was  paid  to  others  of  the  Councell  &c :  and 
allowed  of  per  Consultation  when  the  Major  was  in  Metchlepatam,  because  the 
difference  wUl :  Bichard  Mohun  and  his  want  of  Cash,  denyed  as  well  me  as  others 
that  right  before,  the  non-payment  whereof  sooner  redownded  to  my  prejudice,  not 
the  Honoble :  Companys.  The  same  has  also  been  allowed  Richard  Mohun  and  about 
800  pag98 :  paid  him  on  that  account  per  order  of  the  Agent  &  Councell. 

21.  That  I  did  advise  the  Chief  and  Councell  at  Maddapollam  that  I  was  out 

of  Cash. 
I  did  by  an  oversight,  occasioned  thro  my  mistaking  the  date  of  a  receipt,  say  I 
was  out  of  Cash,  but  upon  review  of  the  receipts  I  presently  found  it  out,  rectifyed 
it,  and  advised  thereof,  so  that  no  mony  was  sent  up  from  Madapollam,  nor  did  any 
dammage  accrew  to  the  HonobIe :  Cornp0 :  I  having  then  in  the  house  more  Cash  then 
the  Honoble :  Compas :  did  really  amount  to,  and  the  ff actory  was  duly  furnished 
wth :  mony  during  my  stay  there,  and  the  remainder  at  my  departure  delivered 
Mr:  Hatton  &c:  as  per  order  of  the  Agent  and  Councell. 

22.  That  I  have   not   monthly   sent   up  to  the   ffort   accots :    Dyarys  and 

Consultations. 
This  (as  well  as  many  of  the  others)  concernes  not  his  enquiry,  he  being  out  of 
the  Honoble :  Companies  Service,  nor  shall  I  continue  to  humour  his  double  diligence 
with  any  other  answear  than,  that  if  I  have  omitted  any  necessary  and  significant 
advices  &c :  the  Honoble :  Compas :  business  requiring  them,  I  referr  myselfe  to  the 
Agent  and  Councells  censure. 

23.  That  I  have  not  made  up  one  pair  of  bookes,   and  that  I  keepe  no  Cash 

booke. 
The  clause  in  my  reply  of  the  22tb  :  January   167^  to  this  same  Article,  will  I 
hope  be  a  sufficient  and  satisfactory  answear  to  woh :  referr,  and  that  I  keepe  a  Cash 
booke,  my  reasons  therefore  in  my  answer  of  the  22th :  January  to  this  same  charge 
will  also  make  appeare.

langhorn.  1.  As  to  the  Slave  Wench. 

I  have  allready  fully  answered  this  to  the  Agent  &  Councell,  and  they  have 
given  their  opinions  thereabouts  in  their  Grafis  :  to  Metchlepatam,  to  both  wch ;  I 
humbly  referr  the  Honoble ;  Compa  :  and  ye :  Agent  &  Councell. 

2.  About  not  ballancing  ye :  bookes. 
I  reply  that  'tis  notoriously  false,  for  I  kept  and  ballanced  bookes  Letter  L,'N,  0, 
Q,  E.  being  only  assisted  by  Mr :  Tivill  in  compleating  bookes  Letter  M.  myselfe  then 
so  vyolently  sick,  occasioned  by  an  Imposthume  in  my  body,  that  I  was  not  able  to 
give  attendance  [thereunto],  and  as  for  bookes  Letter  P.  Mr ;  Tivill  kept  them  not  by 
my  order  or  request,  but  by  Mr :  Robert  ffleetwoods,  whose  place  and  business  it 
was,  as  being  Second  in  Commission,  and  is  most  evident  in  ye :  preamble  of  said 
bookes  to  wch  referr. 

3.  Metchlepm  ;  bookes  not  sent  for  England. 
If  the  Agent  and  Councell  did  not  send  home  Metchlep™  bookes  Letter  P.  I 
conceive  the  reason  was,  because  Mr :  Tivill  had  done  only  the  Originalls,  not  one 
pair  of  Copies  being  in  a  readiness  to  be  sent  the  Honoble :  Company. 

4.  My  great  Retenue. 
I  have  allready  in  my  reply  to  Mr :  Chamberlain's  Charge  spoke  sufficiently  to 
this  Article,  to  woh  :  I  intreat  you  to  be  refer'd,  as  also  to  what  the  Commissioners  in 
theirs  of  the  [Lacuna  in  the  original]  to  the  Agent  &  Councell  say  thereabouts  viz* : 
We  have  examined  the  charge  of  Dyet  for  [Lacuna  in  the  original]  yeares  past,  &  find 
[no  considerable]  difference  &c!u 

5.  That  I  also  made  [use  of  the  Honoble :]  Compas :  Cash  as  ^  joynt  bookes 
To  wch  :  I  reply  that  in  some  [things  I  have  been]  concerned  wth  :  Mr :  Mohun 
for  wch:  when  he  disburst  any  mony,  he  charged  me  my  proportion  of  Interest,  on 
wch  :  acco* :  I  have  paid  him  about  pagos :  two  thousand,  but  whose  mony  it  really 
was  I  am  wholly  ignorant,  tho  I  confess  that  after  some  time,  I  did  conceive  it  to  be 
none  of  his  own,  but  it  might  as  well  be  Mr :  Shem  Bridges'es,  or  others  of  his  Credi- 
tors, as  the  Honoble :  Compas :  he  only  and  Mr :  Tivill  (who  kept  the  Honoble :  Compas : 
Cash  under  him)  can  best  satisfy  you  in  this  particular.  But  if  it  were  the  Honoble : 
Compas :  it  no  wayes  concernes  me,  the  Comittees  themselves  having  under  their 
own  hands  ordered  that  the  Chief  shall  be  Cash  keeper,  and  he  only  responsible  for 
ye :  same,  wch  :  indeed  cannot  reasonably  be  otherwayes,  since  he  has  the  sole  posses- 
sion thereof.  And  this  might  also  serve  for  answear  to  ye :  4000  Ryalls  of  |.  paid 
me,  said  to  be  the  Honoble :  Compas :  but  I  shall  add  that  what  Ryalls  -f  Mr :  Mohun 
paid  me,  were  paid  as  his  own,  &  accordingly  he  charged  them  in  his  acco* :  as  ^ 
the  Comissioners  Narrative  sent  the  Agent  and  Councell  dated  the  8th  :  Decembr : 
1674:  to  wch  I  referr. 
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6.  Mr;  Fleetwood  not  trusted  to  make  Investments. 

The  reasons  for  trusting  or  not  trusting  any  one,  wth :  what  els  relating  to  the 
Honoble ;  Compas :  affaires  has  allwayes  been  done  by  :  Joynt  consent,  and  entred  in  the 
Consultation  booke,  to  wch  :  I  referr,  and  shall  only  here  add  that  whatever  is  done  by 
joynt  consent  of  Councell,  is  according  to  the  HonobIe ;  Compas ;  Eules  &  Orders. 

7.  Silver  conveighed  out  of  Towne  under  pretence  of  a  dead  Corps. 

In  my  reply  to  Mr :  Chamberlain's  Charge  about  this  same  parcell,  I  say  that 
the  Honoble:  Compas;  Silver  being  delivered  to  the  Merchants  at  ye  rates  agreed  on 
in  Consultation,  and  their  receipts  taken  for  the  same  they  may  dispose  of  it  as  they 
please  &ce :  but  that  it  was  earryed  out  as  a  dead  Corps  is  most  false  ;  for  whoever 
saw  a  dead  Corps  earryed  out  of  ours  or  the  Dutch  ffactory  in  a  Cott  covered  wth  : 
Matts  as  that  was.  When  if  the  Jealouse  &  Inquisitive  of  the  beholders  did  fancy,  or 
were  told  (by  I  know  not  whome)  it  was  a  dead  Corps,  That  I  presume  will  not  be 
taken  for  an  argument  sufficient  to  prove,  that  I  intended  to  have  it  pass  under  that 
disguise. 

8.  That  I  lent  Mr-  Chamberlaine  pagos :  1000  &    proffered  Mr:  Tivill  500 

pagos :  of  the  Companys. 
I  say  that  the  1000  pag08 :  I  lent  Mr :  Chamberlaine  was  my  owne.  &  the  often 
examination  of  the  Cash  does  plainly  make  it  appeare,  to  wch  :  referr,  and  to  the 
Comissioners  letter  to  the  Agent  &  Councell  dated  [lacuna  in  the  original]  and  if  I 
proffered  to  lend  M1' :  Tivill  pagos :  500  (wch  :  I  do  not  now  remember)  I  believe  he 
will  not  sweare  I  told  him  it  should  be  out  of  the  [Honoble :   Compas :  mony.] 

9.  [About  the]  Doctor. 

Why  the  [Doctor  would  have]  the  Majors  engagement  for  payment  for  his 
Medicines  to  apply  to  the  wounded  men,  he  himself,  who  is  now  here  is  best  able  to 
inform  you. 

10.  Want  of  Boates  to  carry  off  Goods. 

That  the  Boates  wch  :  in  Metchlepm  :  go  under  the  name  of  the  Honoble :  Cotnpa3  : 
do  carry  off  their  goods  to  their  shipps  for  one  pagoda  (a  turne)  is  true.  But  that 
they  will  remaine  in  Metchlep™  :  the  whole  yeare  only  for  that  imployment  is  most 
foolish  and  unreasonable  to  imagine,  for  each  boates  prime  cost  is  about  a  hundred 
pagos :  and  allwayes  tenn  or  twelve  men  are  hired  to  carry  them  off,  so  that,  That 
gaine  only,  without  other  advantages,  would  be  insufficient  to  maintaine  them  and 
their  boates,  wherefore  they  yearely  voyage  once  or  twice  to  Gringerlee,  from  wch  :  if  we 
should  goe  about  to  hinder  them,  they  would  immediately  relinquish  the  Honoble  : 
Compas:  Service,  and  protection,  and  then  we  must  be  forced  to  pay  ye:  Towne  rates, 
wch :  is  2  pagos :  for  a  Boate.  And  as  to  the  Informers  assertion,  that  there  wanted  boates 
to  carry  off  the  Compas :  goods,  it  is  notoriously  false,  for  I  then  borrowed  of  the  Dutch 
4  Boates  (as  they  sometimes  do  of  us)  &  of  Meirabdala  Bakeir  and  other  Moores  6 
Boates,  wch:  were  only  imployed  in  the  HonobIe:  Compas:  business  and  at  their  Service. 

11.  That  I  came  to  Metchlepm :  wth  :  tenn  Souldiers. 

That  the  Agent  and  Councell  sent  tenn  Souldiers  wth  :  me  to  Metchlepatam  is 
true,  but  that  myselfe  or  any  of  them  offered  Mr :  Mohun  any  incivillity  is  false,  for 
after  I  had  delivered  him  the  Agent  and  Councells  order  for  surrend ring  the  ffactory 
wth  :  what  else  therein.  I  desired  his  answear,  wch :  was  to  this  effect,  that  he  would 
not  remove  out  of  the  ffactory,  nor  obey  any  orders  but  what  came  directly  from  the 
Honoble :  Compa  :  but  I  supposing  that  that  expression  proceeded  from  passion  replyed, 
that  he  might  (if  he  pleased)  remaine  where  he  was  for  a  weeke,  two,  or  three  until! 
he  could  provide  himself  a  suitable  accommodation  else  where,  but  he  then  absolutely 
denying  to  remove  at  all,  and  refusing  to  surrender  the  ffactory  &ca :  to  me,  I  did 
give  order  that  neither  Mr :  Mohun  his  Servts :  nor  anything  belonging  to  him,  should 
be  hindred  from  going  out,  but  when  once  out  they  should  not  be  permitted  to 
re-enter,  woh  :  order  was  ouly  for  one  day,  and  in  that  time  Senir :  Mortmaker  happen- 
ing to  come  to  the  ffactory  was  not  permitted  to  go  to  him,  but  Mr :  Mohun  was 
never  hindred  from  going  whereever  he  pleased. 
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12.  Touching  25  Bales  of  Long  cloth  of  the  Companys. 

I  referr  to  Mv :  Mohuns  reply  to  James  Walcotts  charge,  and  to  the  Commissioners 
Narrative,  dated  the  22th :  Decembr :  1674  viz* :  "  But  the  HonobIe :  Comp^  :  Bramine 
"  declares  that  M1' :  Chamberlaine  spoke  to  him  to  deliver  the  said  bales,  whereupon 
"  he  went  up,  and  asked  M1 :  Mohua  whether  he  had  given  any  such  order,  Mr : 
"  Mohun  replyed,  Mr :  Chamberlain  knowes,  to  wch :  Mr :  Chamberlain  againe  answears 
"  that  he  could  not  give  any  such  order,  without  an  immediate  order  from  Mr :  Mohun, 
"  wch  :  that  Mr :  Mohun  gave  him  any  such  order  he  cannot  possitively  affirme  to,  and 
il  whereas  we  are  enjoyn'd  to  enquire  into  the  dammages  the  Honoble:  Compa:  might 
"  sustaine  by  the  imp'loying  the  -25  bales  as  aforesaid,  Mr :  Mohun  in  his  answear  to 
"  ye :  charge  of  Mr :  Walcotts  sent  the  Honoble  Compa :  declares  in  his  vindication  that 
"  the  Cloth  remaining  in  the  fiactory  a  yeare  might  receive  prejudice,  and  that  he 
"  had  provided  them  wth  :  as  good  Cloth  as  that  really  was  in  liew  of  it,  Mr :  Cham- 
"  berlain  afBrmes  he  had  the  embaiiing  the  Long  Cloth  that  was  brought  in  its 
"  roome  (and  tho  he  did  not  see  the  Cloth  in  those  25  biles  and  therefore  cannot 
"  affirme  they  were  as  good,  yet  that  it  was  really  worth  the  moay  invoyced  for  it, 
"  and  therefore  canaot  apprehead  the  HonobIe :  Comp'1  :  have  really  susteyned  any 
"  dammage  thereby.  And  as  to  what  M1' :  Mohun  sayes,  that  Mr  :  Chamberlaine  and 
"  myself  proposed  the  taking  of  them  is  false,  But  that  is  like  Mr :  Mohun  who  I 
u  find  endeavours  to  lay  a  fault  on  any  one,  tho  never  so  false,  if  seemingly  it  makes 
"  for  his  advantage. 

13.  About  George  Chamberlains  &  my   giving  Mr  :   Mohun  a   Receipt    for 

the  Ballance  of  the  Cash  Anno  1671. 

1  say  that  M1' :  Mohun  left  no  Cash  wta :  me  or  M1' :  Chamberlaine  as  I  believe, 
tho  we  sent  him  a  receipt  for  the  ballance,  whereby  the  Honob!e :  Compa :  could  have 
received  no  prejudice,  since  I  thank  God,  I  had  sufficient  to  make  good  that  summe. 
wch  :  I  would  have  done,  if  not  paid  by  M1' :  Mohun,  whom  we  all  then  did  judge  to 
be  worth  a  very  considerable  estate,  tho  at  that  time  bare  of  Cash,  The  case  often  of 
many  an  Eminent  and  honest  Merchant. 

li.  That  I  keepe  no  Cash  booke. 

This  needs  no  other  confutation,  but  an  enquiry  how  often  ye :  Cash  booke  has 
been  called  for,  produced  and  examined,  both  by  Major  Puckle  in  the  presence  of 
Mr  :  Clavell  Chief  of  the  Bay  and  Councell  of  Metchlepatam,  by  Mr  :  Master  and 
Councell,  and  severall  times  by  Mr  :  Chamberlaine,  as  appeares  by  the  Consulta- 
tion bookes,  wherein  the  severall  examinations,  stands  registred  to  wch  :  referr. 

15.  That  1  made  up  the  Marchants  acco*8 :  to  their  prejudice. 

To  this  I  reply  that  I  have  allwayes  taken  as  much  care  not  to  wrong  the 
Merchants  as  the  Honohle :  Compa  :  but  if  the  HonoWe :  Cornp*  :  thinks  they  have 
not  enough  allowed  them  for  any  one  parcell  of  Cloth,  they  may  order  them  what 
more  they  think  reason. 

16.  Quarrelling  with  the  Governours. 

I  say  I  have  allwayes  been  very  carefull  to  avoyd  any  difference  wth  :  them  yet 
allwayes  wth  :  a  regard  to  the  preservation  of  those  priviledges  granted  us  by  the 
King,  and  I  desire  that  (when  wittnesses  are  upon  ther  :  Oathes)  they  may  be  asked 
whither  or  no,  they  think  or  have  heard,  that  a  timerous  Chief  gaines  or  looses 
priviledges  in  these  parts,  and  whether  or  no  since  my  being  a  Comissioner  all  goods, 
have  not  passed  wth  :  much  more  freedome,  then  in  Mr  :  Mohuns  time  (tho  the 
Dutch's  have  been  stop'd)  and  whether  any  unengaged  Englishman  (I  meane  not 
indebted  to  the  Govr  :  and  Persians)  let  him  take  what  pallankeene  boyea  he  pleased, 
was  ever  stop'd  at  the  Towne  gates,  and  hindred  from  going  out,  as  Mr  :  Mohun  was 
tho  Chief,  when  he  went  to  accompany  M1S :  Proby  out  of  Towne  on  her  journey  to 
Madrass,  an  affront  all  his  predecessors  would  have  scorn 'd  to  have  suffered  or  past 
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bv  without  a  publiek  peceavi  from  the  Govr  :  and  I  do  here  acknowledge  that  when 
the  Govern1  :  of  Metchlepm  :  had  threatened  us,  I  niyselfe  being  privately  arm'd,  with- 
out any  Englishman  wth  :  me,  or  more  then  5  or  6  peons,  went  early  te  the  Banksall, 
where  I  found  3  small  brass  Gunns  (belonging  as  I  think  to  Mr  :  Jearsey)  w°h  :  for 
the  security  of  the  ffactory  and  our  lives  I  brought  thence  without  the  least  disturb- 
ance, and  kept  them  mounted  in  our  ffactory  severall  Months,  where  they  might 
have  been  still  for  the  security  of  the  Honble  :  Conipaa :  Estate,  as  thought  convenient 
by  the  Dutch  (They  having  as  I  am  told  two  and  twenty  great  Gunns  in  their 
.ffactory,  five  or  six  whereof  I  have  severall  times  seen  mounted  in  their  Belconyes 
and  other  convenient  places  for  the  defence  thereof  as  occasion  required)  had  not 
Mr  :  Mohun  disengeniously  return'd  them. 

17.  A  present  to  Meleek  Sweel. 
Mr  :  Mohun  having  indiscreetly  disgusted  him  many  wayes,  especially  in  embarking 
his  foods  for  Madapollam,  and  rashly  threatning  to  goe  away  and  leave  the  Towne, 
.and  coing  away  by  force,  all  the  English  in  the  Towne  runing  above  2  miles  by  his 
pallankene  armed  wth  :  Sword  Gunn  and  pistolls  to  guard  him  out  of  Towne  on  his 
Journey  to  Maddapollam,  for  wch :  he  had  no  occasion,  I  fearing  the  ill  consequence 
of  his  unadvised  actions  might  be  imputed  to  me,  did  also  accompany  him,  but  in 
two  or  three  dayes  he  return'd  me  for  Metchlepm :  to  compose  the  difference  weh  :  he 
had  made,  that  so  the  Hono*16 :  Compas :  goods  might  be  ship't  off  woh  :  he  well  know- 
ing could  not  be  done  without  a  piscash,  he  sent  a  Grafl :  letter  to  Mr  :  Chamber- 
laine,  and  niyselfe,  signed  also  by  Bob*  :  Fleetwood  and  John  Field,  dated  the  first 
of  Janry  :  1672,  giving  us  therein  full  and  ample  power  to  act  as  we_thought  best, 
and  in  Mr  :  Mohuns  perticular  of  the  23  th  :  xber  he  sayes  "  In  the  Grail  you  will  find 
we  have  not  limited  you  as  to  the  Governours  piscash,  and  in  a  Grafl :  dated  the  28 
Decembr  :  signed  by  Mr  :  Mohun  and  Mr  :  ffleetwood,  they  say  concerning  this 
affaire  "  We  cannot  but  well  approve  of  your  judicious  proceedings  in  stopping  the 
"  ffrench  water  wth :  their  consent,  necessity  compelling  you  to  it ;  allwch  :  Originall 
letters  I  have  now  by  me,  ready  for  your  view  if  you  please  to  command  them. 

18.  Five  Boates  with  goods  lost. 
I  say  that  Mr  :  Mohun  in  his  letter  to  George  Chamberlaine  and  me  dated  the 
10th  :  of  January  167§  wrott  by  Henry  Colbourne,  but  some  words  by  Mr  :  Hatton 
(the  Originall  being  as  Henry  Colbourne  affirmed  indited  by  said  Mr  :  Hatton) 
sayes  Viz*  :  "  I  have  therefore  here  inclosed  sent  you  a  generall  dispatch  to  them 
"  all,  requiring  their  departure  twenty  fo^ver  howers  after  sight,  weh  :  pray  be  carefull 
"  to  see  duly  performed.  The  Bookes  and  Letters  must  follow  overland,  and  what 
«  goods  shall  come  in  after  them.  To  be  sent  by  Boates  to  the  Fort,  wel1 :  letter  as 
"  Mr  :  Chamberlaine  affirrnes,  Mr  :  Mohun  declared  to  him,  was  wrott  by  Mr : 
"  Hattons  advice  and  directions,  and  in  another  dated  the  13th  :  January  1672,  also

for  Madrass,  I  answear,  I  leave  that  to  the  Agent  and  Councell  to  judge  by  the  afore- 
mentioned letters,  And  how  Madd  he  was  his  dealings  \*th:  Cap*:  Dawes  &ca: 
will  make  appeare,  of  wch  :  I  think  few  or  none  of  the  Honoble :  Compas :  servants 
are  ignorant,  but  that  contrivance  is  like  many  others  of  his,  he  thinking  thereby 
to  hide  his  many  irregularitys  and  abuses,  and  is  much  like  his  writing  his 
Correspondents  in  England,  that  no  Dyamonds  were  to  be  procured  when  many  h?  T1??  -""J?

"With  this  like  all  the  rest,  he  thinks  to  raise  a  dust  that  the  Honoble :  Compa : 
might  the  better  be  deceived,  for  I  affirme  that  Bobbo  being  to  pay  in  Ballasore  70 
Kupees  for  fraight  of  goods,  he  desired  me  to  order  its  payment  by  some  one  of  my 
friends,  wch :  I  desired  M1' :  Clavell  to  do,  and  he  accordingly  did  it,  and  has  charged 
it  to  my  account,  as  thereby  does  appeare  so  that  whether  or  no  Bobbo  ought  to  repay 
me  said  summe,  I  leave  to  yon  to  judge.

ffactory  before  this  Exam  in' :  had  notice  of  his  arrivall  and  this  Examin* :  being  sent

John  John  Heathfield  Surgeon  being  Examined  saith  that  in  the  Month  of  June  or 

E»n^nation.  Juty  1677  as  he  best  remembers,  Matt:  Mainwaring  sent  for  him  in  the  ffactory  of 
Metchlepm  :  and  spake  to  him  the  Exam* :  to  go  downe  and  looke  after  the  man  that  was 
burnt  for  stealing  away  mony  from  Accana  the  Sheroff,  wch  :  Shroff,  Matt :  Mainwa- 
ring told  this  Examin1  :  would  satisfie  him  for  his  paines,  wch  :  accordingly  the  said 
shroff  did,  and  thereupon  this  Examin* :  went  downe  to  see  the  Man  and  drest  him, 
and  found  the  fingers  of  both  his  hands,  and  the  Toes  of  both  his  foot  so  mortified, 
that  there  could  be  no  cure  made  without  the  taking  off,  of  some  of  his  Toes  and

And  in  regard  the  Towne  is  very  much  pesterd  with  Portuguez  Popish  Priests 
more  then  in  former  times,  it  having  aliwayes  been  the  care  of  the  first  Agents  in 
this  place  not  to  suffer  those  sorts  of  Priests  to  intermeddle  or  to  admitt  them  to  have 
anything  to  doe  in  this  Towne,  but  wholy  left  the  government  of  the  Roman  Church 
to  the  two  French' Capuchin  Fryers  Ephraim  &  Zenon  (for  whom  the  Church  was  first 
licenced  to  be  built)  men  that  have  ever  behaved  themselves  wth  :  all  due  respect  to 
the  government  of  the  place  and  the  English  Interest  ;  'tis  therefore  thought  fitt  that 
convenient  opportunitys  be  taken  by  degrees  (as  they  shall  give  occasions  through  ill 
behaviour)  to  remove  some  of  the  portuguez  Priests  out  of  the  Towne,  that  there  may 
notremaine  more  then  is  necessary  to  content  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Nation  & 
Beligion,  &  not  such  a  number  as  will  be  a  charge  and  burthen  to  them,  and  breed 
disturbance  in  the  Towne.

The  Govern1- :  having  proposed  a  way  for  keeping  the  Towne  cleane  after 
the  manner  in  England  by  taxing  every  house  at  a  moderate  rate,  and  to  apoint  a 
Scavinger  to  collect  said  monys,  and  therewith  to  hire  Cooleys  to  carry  away  the 
dirt  and  filth,  wch  :  in  this  as  in  all  other  Townes  in  these  Countrys  lyes  in  the  streets 
very  offensively,  the  Principall  persons  wth  :  many  others  of  the  Gentu  Towne  came 
this  day  to  the  Govern1",  requesting  that  there  might  not  be  taken  a  particular  List 
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or  Roll  of  all  the  Houses  in  the  Towne,  they  offering  rather  then  soe  to  make  a 
collection  among  themselves  upon  each  Cast  or  Sect,  as  they  have  used  to  doe  for 
some  other  Grail  Expenees  upon  their  Festivalls,  whereupon  the  Govern1" :  asked  them

By  a  Dutch  Ship  arived  at  Pollicat  received  letters  from  Persia,  dated  the 
29th  :  Aprill,  inclosing  a  duplicate  of  the  HouobIe :  Compas :  letter  to  the  Chief  and 
Councell  in  the  Bay  of  19th:  July  1677  :  and  advising  that  noe  other  advices  were 
come  to  their  hands,  soe  the  Honoble :  Compas :  letters  of  7th  :  Septembr :  are  thought 
to  be  miscarryed. 

About  three  days  since  here  passed  through  this  road  to  ye  southwd  a  small 
Dutch  hooker,  woh  :  by  intelligence  from  Polieat  we  now  understand  was  the  same 
Hooker  which  arived  at  Batavia  the  begining  of  March  last  in  5  :  Months  from

not  in  their  custody  but  the  English  Mens  that  lookt  after  the  Mint,  soe  that  they 
could  neither  goe  themselves,  nor  carry  the  Chops  without  the  Governours  leave, 
therefore  he  was  ill  advised  to  send  for  them  as  tho  they  were  at  his  command,  the 
late  King  &  this  King  have6  settled  this  Towne  and  Mint  under  the  Comand  :  of 
the  English,  as  they  had  it  in  the  time  of  the  Gentue  Princes,  before  this  country 
fell  under  ye  Kings  of  Guleondah.

A  few  dayes  since  the  Coyners  in  the  Mint  having  melted  downe  170  :  ozs  of 
Allay  %  silver  i  Copper  in  an  earthen  pott  to  alloy  the  Gold  and  having  taken  it  off 
of  the  fire,  goeing  to  pour  it  into  water  mixt  wth  :  Cowdung  the  said  pott  or  Crucible  of 
melted  alloy  flew  all  into  the  air,  giving  a  report  like  a  great  Gun,  soe  that  it  hurt 
many  people  near  it,  and  the  Sentinell  at  the  Doore,  and  flew  up  upon  the  Curtaine, 
and  upon  the  walls  it  stuck  like  small  Sand  or  Dust,  the  pott  'twas  [melte]d  in,  and 
that  into  wch  :  they  were  powering  it,  flew  quite  away,  soe  y*  :  neither  of  them  could 
be  found,  and  there  was  lost  about  40  :  ozs  of  the  Alloy,  the  rest  being  gathered  and 
sweep  up  as  aforesaid,  the  reason  of  this  accident  is  supposed  to  be  caused  by  the 
Water  into  wch  :  they  went  to  pour  the  melted  Alloy,  not  being  of  a  sufficient  heat  to 
receive  it.

releive  and  succour  Veloor  Castle,  wch  :  hath  been  beseiged  by  Sevagees  forces  these  veloor  Castle 
14  :   Months,   and  those  foot  (after  a  skirmish   wherein  about  100  :  of  them  were  8,urrendred  to 
kiled,  and  about  40  :  or  50  :   of  Sevagees  Horse)  being  routed,  the  said  Horse  had  force! on 
pursued  them  soe  far,  and  upon  Podala  Lingapas  sending  them  word  [the]  foot  wore  °™ditiors- 
not  in  that  Towne  but  were  gone  into  the  woods,  they  were  upon  their  returne  to 
Veloor.     The  said  Castle  of  Veloor  is  now  surrendred  to  Sevagees  forces,  Abdulla 
Ckaune  the  Cap* :  that  held  it  out   all  this  time  having   behaved  himself e  very 
resolutely  therein,    but    his   Men  from   1800  :  foot   &  500 :   horse,  being   by  the 
extreamity  of  the  siege  &  sickness  reduced  to  200  :   foot,  and   100  :  horse,   and  noe 
supplyes   sent   him  from  Vizapore   or  Gulcondah  he  could  not  hold  it  longer,  and 
therefore  deliver'd  it  upon  conditions  to  have  30000  :  Pagos :  in  Mony,  a  small  ffort 
and  Country  worth  30000  :  pagos :  ^  Ann  :  in  wch  :  if  he   does  receive  possession   of 
it,  he  sayes  he  intends  to  leave  his  family,  and  goe  himselfe  upon  a  pilgrimage  to  ^evasee 
Mecca.

Yesterday  evening  Poddala  Lingapa  came  from  Triveloor  to  Veronas  Garden 
without  Towne,  upon  a  ceremonious  visitt  to  condole  wth  :  Yerona  for  the  loss  of  his 
Wife,  and  after  that  ceremony  was  over,  he  fell  into  discourse  wth  :  Yerona,  telling 
him  that  the  King  and  Madana  had  revoked  ye :  orders  for  his  goeing  up  to  Court, 
%  and  had  apointed  him  to  stay  and  use  all  diligence  in  the  gathering  in  and  improv- 
ing of  the  Kings  Rents,  that  Sevagees  people  nor  the  Woodmen  might  not  incroach 
upon  the  Kings  rights,  &  for  his  assistance  and  defence  thereof  he  had  lately  received 
a  Phyrmaund  written  in  Persian  &  Gentue  (wch  :  he  shewed  to  Yerona)  that  all  the 
Comanders  of  the  Kings  forces  in  these  parts  were  to  obey  such  orders  as  he  should 
give  them  and  at  last  after  much  other  discourse  tending  to  bis  drift  for  a  present, 
he  asked  why  the  Govern1- :  did  not  take  notice  of  him  to  send  to  complement  him, 
to  woh  :  Yerona  answeared  that  he  should  have  sent  to  acquaint  the  Govern1, :  of  his 
comeiiig,  and  then  'tis  like  the  Governr:  would  have  taken  notice  of  him,  why  sayes 
Lingapa,  doe  you  thinke  he  does  not  know  of  my  being  here,  yes  answeared  Yerona 
noe  doubt  he  knowes  of  it,  for  he  has  intelligence  of  the  smallest  matters  that  pass 
but  he  is  not  concerned  to  take  notice  of  it,  unless  you  had  first  sent  to  him,  then  he 
fell  to  extolling  of  himselfe  and  of  the  great  imployments  and  honours  he  had,  being. 
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intrusted  with   two  Lack  of  pagodas  ffi  Annum  of  the  Kings  Country,  wondering 
that  the  Governr :  should  thinke  himselfe  any  way  equall  wth  :  him,  hut  still  returned

A  forme  of  Indentures  of  Covenants  for  the  farme  of  Licences,  sold  to  "William. 
Bellamy  and  John  Barker  for  selling  of  Liquors  by  retaile  for  one  yeare,  was  read 
and  aproved  &  order'd  to  be  engrossed. 

The  Portuguez  inhabitants  of  this  Towne  having  given  in  a  paper  in  behalf e  of 
Manoell  Brandon  de  Lima  now  Prisoner  in  the  ffort,  wch  :  paper  was  delivered  by 
Lucas  Luis  de  Olivera  the  19th:  instant  in  the  name  of  those  that  had  subscribed 
the  same  being  44 :  persons,  and  all  the  others  of  that  Nation  belonging  to  this  place 
that  had  not  subscribed,  which  paper  being  translated  into  English  was  read  in. 
Councell,  and  upon  the  debate  it  was  notwithstanding  resolved  that  ye  tryall  of  the 
said  Manoell  Brandon  de  Lima  should  proceed,  the  day  being  allready  apointed,  but 
upon  a  stricter  perusall  of  his  Majestys  Comission  or  Warrant  dated  the  5th ; 
Decern1:  1677  :  in  the  29th  :  yeare  of  his  Majestys  Eeign,  it  apeares  that  this  persons 
name  is  therein  written  Manuel  Brandan  de  Lina,  whereas_his  name  is  truly  Manoel 
Brandaon  de  Lima  as  was  advised  from  hence  in  the  Graf]  :  letter  to  the  Honoble : 
Compa  :  under  date  of  the  11th  :  August  1676  :  whereupon  twas  thought  fitt  and 
resolved  to  proceed  upon  the  tryall  of  the  said  Manoel  Brandaon  de  Lima  by  vertue 
of  his  Majestys  Eoyall  Charter  to  the  Govern1"  and  Compa:  of  Marchants  of  London 
tradeing  into  the  East  Indies,  dated  the  3d  day  of  Aprill  1661 :  in  the  13th  :  yeare  of  his 
Majestys  Eeign,  and  by  vertue  of  the  said  Govern1' :  &  Company  their  Comission  to 
Streynsham  Master  Ksqr :  constituting  him  Govern1' :  of  Port  S*  George  and  The 
Towne  of  Madrasspatam  dated  the  16th  :  day  of  Decemb1' :  1675  :  in  the  27th :  yeare  of 
his  Majties :  Eeign  as  was  resolved  in  the  case  of  William  Gilbert  the  5th :  instant, 
and  not  by  vertue  of  his  Majestys  Comission  or  Warrant,  dated  the  5th  :  day  of 
Decembr  1677  :  aforesaid,  and  if  upon  the  tryall  of  the  said  William  Gilbert  and 
Manoel  Brandaon  de  Lima,  both  or  either  of  them  by  the  verdict  of  the  Jury  shall 
be  convicted,  and  thereupon  Sentenced,  and  shall  appeale  from  the  Same  tis  resolved 
that  such  apeale  shall  be  accepted  and  allowed  of  according  to  the  clause  in  his 
Majestys  said  Eoyall  Charter  in  his  Verbis. 

"  And  in  case  any  Person  or  Persons  being  convicted  and  Sentenced  by  the 
"  Presid* :  and  Councell  of  the   said  Govern"" :  and  Company  in  the  said 
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"  East  Indies,  their  ffactors  or  Agents  there,  for  any  offence  by  them  done, 

"  shall  appeale  from  the  same,   that   then  and  in  every  such  case,  it  shall 

"  and  may  be  lawfull  to  and  for  the  said  Presid' :  and  Councell,  ffactors  or 

"  Agents  to   seize  upon   him  or  them  and  to  carry  him   or  them  home 

"  Prisoners  into  England  to  the  said  Govern1, :  &  Compa :  there  to  receive 

"  such  eondigne  punishment  as  the  merritts  of  his  cause  shall  require,  and

According  to  apointment  this  day  the  two  Prisoners   for  Murder  were  brought        25 : 
upon  their  tryall,  the  Court  being  held  in  the   Choultry  &  the  Jury  and   Wittnesses  prisoners  for 
summon'd  and  sworne  in  forme,   William   Gilbert  was  first  tryed,  and  the  Jury  Murder 
brought  in   their  Verdict  not  guilty  according  to  the  Indictm* :  but  they  found  it  theirtryaii. 
guilty  of  Manslaughter   se  defendendo,  whereupon  he  desired   to  abide  by,  or  stand  Wfll :  Gilbert 
to  the  Verdict,  and  was  senteuced  to  forfeit  his  goods  and  Chattells  to  the  King  :  But  defendendo. 
he  hath  none. 

Manoell  Brandao  de  Lima  was  tryed  by  a  Jury  of  6  :  English  and  6  :  Portugez,  Manoei 
and  they  after  five  hours  debate  amongst  themselves  brought  in  their  verdict  Guilty,  Lfma^uSty* 
whereupon  he  was  sentenced  to  be  hanged,  and  being  asked  what  he  could  say  why  and  sen- 
execution  should  not  be  awarded  according  to  the  Sentence,  he  appealed  from  the    ence  ' 
Sentence  to  be  sent  for  England  upon  the  ships  this  yeare  to  submitt  to  the  Kings  he  appeaie» 
Mercy,  which  Appeale  was  accepted  and  allowed  of  by  the  Court,  and  the  Person  mercy  woh8* 
returned  to  Prison.     Both  the   Prison"  :  excepted  against  many  of  those   that  were  u  allowed  of. 
summon'd  upon  the  Jury  especially  against  the  Officers  of  the  Garrison,   and  the 
Portuguez  against  many  of  his  own  Nation. 

After  this  business  was  over  in  the  Evening  many  of  the  Portugez  of  best  the  portu- 
quallity  in  the  Towne,  came  to  returne  thanks  for  the  favour  shewed  to  Manoell  fhants"™9 
Brandaon  de  Lima  in  allowing  of  his  [appeale]  for  England.  the  favour.

Some  of  Sevagees  people  beintj  sent  to  the  Govern1, :  of  Pollicat  to  treat  about 
Passes  for  Ships  goeing  from  Porto  Novo,  which  the  Dutch  have  refused  to  give,  and 
therefore  are  upon  .withdrawing  their  Factory  at  Jefnapatam  in  that  part  of  Sevagees 
new  conquests,  which  he  has  given  to  bis  Brother  Santogee,  the  said  persons  passed 
by  here  in  their  returne,  and  deliver'd  a  letter  from  Sevagees  Chief  Minister  a 
Biaman  to  Verona,  wherein  he  intreated  him  to  interpose  and  use  his  interest  for  a 
good  accomodation  betweene  the  Dutch  and  them,  which  was  seconded  by  the 
Messengers  who  informed  Verona  that  the  Govern1- :  of  Pollieatt  had  given  them  a 
flatt  denyall,  saying  that  such  were  the  orders  from  Battavia  from  which  he  durst 
not  vary,  and  Verona  told  them  he  could  not  concerne  himselfe  at  all  therein  wth  : 
woh  :  answear  they  departed. 

The  new  Generall  and  Councell  at  Battavia  have  made  very  great  alterations 
amongst  the  Dutch  upon  the  Coast  this  yeare,  in  changeing  their  ^Employments,  and 
abeteing  and  cutting  off  of  their  Quallitys,  Sallerys  and  Allowances,  whereupon  many 
of  them,  and  those  of  the  ablest  men  amongst  them  are  soe  discontented  that  they  have 
left  their  present  iniployments  and  taken  their  passage  to  Battavia.  In  the  begining 
of  this  Month  there  arived  6  :  or  8  :  great  Ships  said  to  be  Men  of  Warr  upon  the 
Coast  about  Teffnapatam,  Porto  Novo  and  Pullichere,  and  the  Dutch  at  their 
ffactory  at  Teffuapatam  did  then  imediately  imbarque  all  their  goods,  lumber  and 
weomen  and  sent  them  away  to  Pollicat,  the  Chief  and  two  or  three  Men  only  staying 
in  the  ffactory,  and  the  Govern1- :  at  Pollieatt  gave  notice  to  all  their  Marchants  the 
Natives  that  if  they  had  any  goods  or  monys  and  their  familys  in  that  part  of 
Sevagees  Country  they  should  draw  all  out  from  thence  as  fast  as  they  could,  and 
thereupon  they  did  gett  all  their  familys  away  and  their  estates  as  well  as  they 
could ;  it  was  then  reported  that  the  Dutch  had  a  designe  to  take  off  the  ffrench  at 
Pullichere  and  to  take  the  Castle  at  Teffnapatam  (wch  :  the}7  were  upon  buying  of 
Sevagee  the  last  yeare  but  the  French  out  bid  them  for  it)  and  tis  said  they  had  put 
their  men  into  Boates  to  land  them  at  Pullicheree,  but  finding  the  French  provided 
to  receive  them  they  returned  aboard  again  without  doeing  any  thing,  and  at 
Teffnapatam  Sevagees  people  having  notice  of  the  designe,  had  put  more  Men  into 
the  Castle  and  provided  for  their  defence,  for  this  Expedition  there  were  Severall 
Boates,  Mussoolaes,  Men  and  aboundance  of  Amunition  and  provisions  Sent  off  from 
Pollieatt  with  all  Secrecy  and  hast,  but  'tis  now  said  all  is  come  to  nothing  and  that 
those  Men  of  Warr  are  gone  to  Jaffnapatam.

About  10 :  dayes  since  came  hither  Cap4 :  Wilkins  Wigbert  in  the  Danes 
Service,  having  been  Eesident  for  that  Company  at  Metchlepa :  about  a  yeare,  was 
awa"ywith  by  now  returning  to  Trincumbar,  for  whose  accomodation  the  Govern1":  of  that  place 
the  Men.  had  sent  a  Sloope  upon  wch  :  Cap*  Wigbert  had  laden  all  his  goods  and  necessarys 
and  was  at  Pollicat  with  said  Sloope  intending  himselfe  there  to  imbarque  upon  her, 
&  having  dispatched  all  things  in  order  to  his  goeing  aboard,  went  into  a  Boat  of  a 
Dutch  Ship  thereabout  8  :  a  clock  at  night  to  goe  aboard  ye  Sloope,  but  the  Boat 
rowed  up  and  downeall  the  road  over  and  could  not  find  the  Sloope,  the  next  morning 
allsoe  she  was  not  to  be  seene,  whereupon  Cap*  Wigbert  came  away  hither 
supposing  the  Sloope  might  be  come  to  this  place,  but  here  was  noe  Acco"  :  1o  be 
learnt  of  her,  and  now  he  hath  advice  from  Pollieatt  that  there  was  a  Sloope  put  in 
at  Careda  and  a  white  man  came  ashoare  for  water  and  she  was  put  to  sea  againe, 
and  that  there  was  the  Corps  of  a  Black  supposed  to  be  one  of  Cap*  Wigberts 
Servants  that  was  in  the  Sloope  cast  upon  ye  shoare  at  Pollicat  with  his  hands  and 
leggs  bound  with  a  Cair  Bope,  whereupon  tis  much  to  be  feard  that  the  Men  of  the 
Sloope  being  8  :  Danes  a  Boy  and  a  Dutch  Pilot  (that  went  on  board  her  out  of  a 
Dutch  Ship  in  Pollieatt  Boad  and  a  fellow  that  has  formerly  seen  guilty  of  great 
villanys)  have  run  away  with  the  Sloope,  there  being  a  considerable  vallue  of  goods 
and  monys  aboard  her,  this  Captaine  Wigbert  acknowledges  to  have  of  his  own  there 
to  the  vallue  of  9000  pagos :  and  all  his  apparell  &ca :  soe  that  he  had  not  left  him 
any  thing  but  what  was  upon  his  bodv. 
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Abdula    Ckaun    who  hath  kept    the  Castle  of   Ray   Veloor  against  Sevagees         30  : 
forces,  and  lately  surrenderd  it  upon  conditions,  arived  at  this  place  yesterday  with  Abdnia 
his  family  and  traine,  to  see  the  Sea,  ships  and  the  Towne,  sending  before  him  a  to  M^drase- 
civill    letter   to  the  Govern1, :  in  answear  to  which  the  Govern1, :  sent  a  message  this  patam. 
day,  that  he  was  very  welleome,  aud  might  take  his  recreation   about  ye  Towne  or 
aboard  the  Ships  in  the  Road  as  should  best  like  him  :  It  seemes  that  this  man,  who 
is  a  Hapsy  or  Abaseen,  having  delivered  up  y9 :    Castle  upon   conditions  to   receive 
30000  :  pag08  :  in  mony,  and  a  Country  worth  40000  :  pag03 :  ^  Annum,  he  received 
15000  :  pagos  :  of  the  Mony  upon  his  Surrender,  and  then  Sevagees  people  beginning 
to  pick  quarrells  and  to  baffle  with  him,  he  thought  not  good  to  trust  himselfe  near 
them,    but   marcht   away   into    the    King    of  Gulcondahs  Country,  telling  Sevagees 
Officers  he  would  leave  Men  to  receive  ye  Mony  and  the  Country,  if  they  would  pay 
the  rest  of  the  Mony  and  deliver  the  country  according  to    agreement,    and  if  they 
would   not    they    might    choose,   he    matterd   it    not    much,   and    soe    came    away 
and  finding  the  Country  Imbroyled    with  the    quarrells    among   the    Woodmen,   for 
better    Security    is    come    hither,    intending    to    stay    here    untill    he    receives   an 
Invitation  to  some   imployment  in  the  Gulcondah    or  Vizapore  Service    worth    his 
acceptance.

2  :  Whosoever  shall  profaine  the  name  of  God  swearing  or  curseing,  he  shall  pay 
foure  fanams  to  the  use  of  the  poore  for  every  Oath  or  Curse,  and  in  case  of  non 
payment  after  demand,  the  said  Summe  shall  be  levyed  by  distress,  and  in  defect  of 
such  distress,  the  offender  shall  sett  in  the  Stocks  three  howers. 

3  :  Whosoever  shall  be  guilty  of  Lying  shall  pay  foure  fanams  for  ye  Poore  for 
every  such  offence. 

4 :  Whosoever  shall  apeare  to  be  Drunke  shall  pay  20  :  fanams  for  the  use  of 
the  poore  for  every  offence,  and  in  case  of  non  payment  after  demand  the  said  summe 
shall  be  levyed  by  distress,  &  in  defect  of  such  distresse  the  offender  shall  sett  in 
the  Stocks  6  :  howers. 

5  :  Whosoever  Lodges  within  the  Fort  (whither  actually  in  the  Honoble : 
Compa9 :  Service  or  not)  that  shall  be  absent  from  the  publike  prayers  Morning  and 
Evening  on  the  Weeke  dayes  (without  a  Lawfull  excuse)  shall  pay  foure  fanams  for 
the  poore,  or  be  confined  one  whole  weeke  within  the  Fort  for  every  such  default, 
and  whosoever  Christian  in  y6  Honoble :  Company s  Service  in  this  Towne  (except 
Papists)  that  shall  be  absent  from  the  publike  prayers  Morning  or  Evening  on  the 
Lords  day  (without  a  Lawfull  excuse)  shall  pay  foure  fanams  for  ye  poore  for  every 
such  default,  and  in  case  of  non  payment  after  demand,  said  summe  shall  be  levyed 
by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offenders  goods,  and  in  default  of  such  distress  the 
offender  shall  suffer  imprisonment  untili  payment  of  the  said  summe  soe  forfeited  by 
Law. 

6  :  If  any  by  these  panaltys  will  not  be  reclaimed  from  these  vices,  or  if  any 
shall  be  found  guilty  of  Adultery,  Fornication,  Uneleanness  or  any  such  crime,  and 
will  not  be  reclaimed,  they  shall  be  sent  for  England  there  to  receive  condigne 
punishment. 

7  .  For  the  preservation  of  the  security  and  good  government  of  this  Fort  and 
Towne,  it  is  ordered  and  declared  that  if  any  Person  whatsoever  liveing  in  or 
belonging  unto  this  Towne  and  Government  shall  make  any  disturbance  upon  the 
Corps  du  Guard,  or  goe  into  the  ffield  to  deside  a  Quarrell  with  the  Sword  or  other 
Armes  or  Weapons,  or  shall  attempt  to  gett  over  the  Walls  of   the  Fort  or  other 
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Fortifications  of  the  Towne,  or  shall  sell,  embezzle  or  conveigh  away  any  Ammunition 
belonging  to  the  Honoble :  Compa :  or  furnish  the  Enemy  therewith,  or  wth  :  any  other 
Armes  or  Amunition,  or  shall  keepe  correspondence  with  any  declared  Enemy  to  the 
English  without  the  Govern1"8 :  knowledge  and  permission,  or  shall  raise  sedition,  make 
or  abett  any  Mutiny  or  Insurrection  against  the  Government,  or  shall  endeavour  to 
destroy  or  to  deliver  up  any  Fort,  Bulwort,  Magazine  house,  or  place  of  strength  or 
any  Ship  or  Vessell  belonging  to  the  English  to  any  Enemy  whatsoever,  or  that  shall 
give  any  affront  to  the  Governour,  or  strike  the  Governour  or  any  of  the  Couneell, 
or  lay  violent  hands  upon  any  of  them,  or  conspire  to  imprison  the  Governour,  or  that 
shall  committ  any  such  like  offence,  against  the  good  and  safety  of  the  place  and 
government,  every  person  or  persons  soe  offending  of  whatsoever  Nation  or  Religion, 
whither  in  the  Honoble :  Compas :  Service  or  not,  he  or  they  shall  answear  for  every  such 
offence  before  the  Governour  and  Couneell,  and  shall  suffer  such  paynes  &  penaltys 
for  the  same  as  is  apointed  in  the  Articles  and  Orders  of  this  Garrison,  or  shall  be 
otherwise  punished  as  to  the  Govern1, :  and  Couneell  shall  seeme  meet  and  con- 
venient, and  the  quallity  and  circumstances  of  the  offence  shall  meritt. 

8  :  These  Orders  shall  be  read  in  the  Church  or  Chappell  twice  in  the  yeare, 
that  is  upon  the  Sunday  next  after  Christmas  day,  and  upon  the  Sunday  next  after 
Midsumer  day  in  the  forenoone  after  Divine  Service  that  none  may  pretend  ignorance 
thereof,  and  all  persons  concerned  therein,  are  hereby  stricktly  charged* and  com- 
manded to  give  due  observance  and  not  to  act  contrary  to  the  same  upon  paine  of 
undergoing  ye  penalty's  apointed  and  suffering  further  displeasure,  in  confirmation 
whereof  we  have  hereunto  sett  our  hands  and  the  Honoble :  Compas :  Reale  the  28th  : 
day  of  October  Anno  Domini  1678  :  and  in  the  30th  :  yeare  of  ye  Eaigne  of  our 
Soveraigne  Lord  Charles  the  Second  by  the  Grace  of  God  King  of  England,  Scotland, 
France  and  Ireland  Defender  of  the  Faith  &c-

Articles  and  Orders  made  by  us  the  Agent  Govr:  and  Couneell  of  Fort  8* 
George  Madraspatam  (for  advancing  the  Glory  of  God,  upholding  the  Honour 
of  the  English  Nation,  and  the  preventing  divers  Disorders)  to  be  observed 
by  all  Persons  of  this  Garrison  in  the  Military  Imployments  in  the  service  of  the 
F±onoble :  English  East  India  Company. 

Forasmuch  as  by   Persons  of  all  professions   the  name  of  God   ought  to   be 
hallowed,  his  service  attended  upon,  and  his  blessing  upon  mens  endeavours  sought  obmrndly 
by  daily  Prayers,  as  the  quallity  therefore  of  our  place  and  imployment  requires,  and  A)  Per8<m8 
in  discharge  of  our  duty  both  to  God  and  Man,  First  we   doe  Christianly  admonish  Military 
every  one  imployed  in  the  service  of  the  Honoble :  English  East  India  Company  to  im^°rmi": 
abandon  Lying,  Swearing,  Curseing,  Drunkenness,  uncleanness,  prophanation  of  the 
Lords  day,  and  all  other  sinfull  practices,  and  not  to  sleep  be  Drunke  or  abusive  upon 
or  absent  from  their  watch,   or  from  their  houses  or   Quarters  late  at  Night    nor 
absent  from  or  Neglect  Morning  &  Evening  Prayer,  nor  committ  any  offence   to  the 
dishonour  of  Almighty  God  the  corruption  of  good  manners,  or  against  the  peace  of 
the  governm* :  but  if  any  will  not  heare  us  admonishing  them,   we  doe  (by  virtue  of 
the  power  derived  unto  us  from  the  Honob,e :  the  Govern1" :  and  Compa :  of  Marchants 
of  London  tradeing  into  the  East  Indies,   and  by  authority  of  the  ICiugs   Majestys 
Roy  all  Charter  to  them  granted)  order  &  apoint  that  whomsoever  shall  be  found 
guilty  of  the  following  offences  snail  undergoe  the  penaltys  hereunto  annexed. 
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1 :  If  any  shall  prophane  the  Name  of  God  by  Swearing  or  Curseing,  he  shall 
pay  foure  fauams  to  the  use  of  the  Poore  for  every  Oath  or  Curse,  and  in  ease  of 
non  payment  after  demand,  the  said  sufhe  shall  be  levyedby  distress,  and  in  defect  of 
such  distress,  the  Offender  shall  sett  in  the  Stocks  3  :  howers. 

2  :  If  any  shall  be  guilty  of  lying,  he  shall  pay  foure  fanams  for  ye  Poore  for 
every  such  offence,  or  stand  six  howers  Sentinell  in  Armour. 

3  :  If  any  shall  apeare  to  be  Drunke  he  shall  pay  20  :  fanams  for  the  use  of  the 
pooie  for  every  offence,  and  in  case  of  non  payment  after  demand,  the  said  summe 
shall  be  levyed  by  distress,  and  in  defect  of  such  distress  the  offender  shall  sett  in 
the  stocks  Six  houres. 

4  :  If  any  (except  Papists)  that  are  upon  the  'iuard  within  ye  ffort  shall  be 
absent  from  the  publike  prayers  morning  or  evening  on  ye  Weeke  dayes  (except  a 
lawfull  occasion  hindereth)  he  shall  pay  foure  fanams  for  the  poore  or  stand  Six 
houres  Sentinell  in  Armour  for  every  such  default,  and  whosoever  Christians  in  the 
Honoble :  Compas :  Service  in  this  Towne  or  Garrison  (except  Papists)  that  shall  be 
absent  from  the  publike  prayers,  Morning  or  livening  on  the  Lords  day  (without  A 
Lawfull  excuse)  shall  payT  foure  fanams  for  the  poore  for  every  such  default,  and  in 
case  of  non  payment  after  demand,  the  said  summe  shall  be  levyed  by  distress  and 
sale  of  the  offenders  goods  &  in  default  of  such  distress  the  Offender  shall  suffer 
imprisonment  until!  payment  of  the  said  summe  soe  forfeited  by  Law. 

5  :  Noe  person  shall  goe  off  from  his  Watch  or  Guard  without  leave  from  him 
that  hath  the  command  of  that  Guard  upon  penalty  of  forfeiting  one  dayes  pay  for 
the  poore,  and  if  any  person  shall  lye  off  from  his  Guard  in  the  Night  without  leave 
from  the  head  Officer  then  present  upon  the  Maine  Guard  in  the  ffort,  whither  he  be 
Subordinate  Officer  or  Soldier  he  shall  forfeit  halfe  a  Months  pay  for  the  Poore,  or 
be  punisht  at  the  discretion  of  the  Councell  of  Officers,  &  if  the  head  officer  at  the 
Maine  Guard  shall  lye  off  at  night  without  ye  Govern"  :  leave  he  shall  undergoe  the 
same  penalty,  and  if  any  shall  offend  herein  when  the  Governour  is  out  of  the  Towne 
the  penalty  shall  be  doubled. 

6  :  If  any  Centinell  shall  be  taken  asleep  whilst  he  is  upon  his  duty  or  watch 
standing  Sentinell  in  any  place,  or  depart  from  his  station  before  he  is  releived  he 
shall  pay  one  Months  Pay  to  the  use  of  the  poor  and  shall  alsoe  ride  the  Wooden 
Horse  three  severall  dayes,  three  howers  at  a  time,  and  then  be  confin'd  a  Month  in 
Irons  wth  :  allowance  of  Rice  and  Water  and  forfeit  that  Months  pay  to  the  Honoble : 
Company. 

7  :  If  any  shall  Strike,  resist,  oppose  or  affront  his  Superiour  Officer  in  act  or 
word  upon  the  Corps  du  Guard  or  in  any  other  place,  he  shall  be  tyed  Neck  and 
heels  for  two  or  three  Houres  at  the  first,  &  be  otherwise  punisht  afterward  according 
to  the  importance  of  the  fact. 

8  :  If  any  person  shall  create  any  disturbance,  quarrell  or  draw  his  Sword  upon 
the  Guard,  he  shall  be  tyed  Neck  and  heels  for  the  present  and  afterward  the  case 
being  examined,  shall  he  further  punished  as  the  fact  may  deserve. 

9  :  If  any  two  or  more  Persons  shall  dare  to  goe  into  the  Field  to  deside  a 
quarrell  betweene  them  with  Swords  or  other  Armes  or  Weapons,  they  shall  suffer 
two  Months  imprisonment,  and  be  fedd  with  Rice  and  water,  and  that  two 
Months  pay  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Honoble  :  Compa :  but  if  the  party  challenged 
shall  make  knowne  the  challenge,  the  punishment  shall  be  inflicted  upon  the 
Challenger. 

10  :  If  any  Soldier  shall  refuse  to  obey  his  Officer  or  dispute  or  contradict  any 
order  that  shall  be  given  him  by  his  commanding  Officer,  he  shall  ride  the  Wooden 
Horse  for  two  or  three  howers,  or  be  otherwise  punished  according  to  the  quality  of 
the  offence,  except  it  can  be  proved  that  the  said  order  is  unlawfull,  or  absolutely 
destructive  or  prejuditiall  to  the  place  or  government,  and  then  such  Soldier  is 
presently  to  give  notice  of  it  to  the  Governour  or  to  one  of  the  Councell,  and  the 
Officer  shall  be  punisht  for  the  same  as  the  case  deserves. 
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11  :  That  Officer  that  hath  the  command  of  the  Maine  Guard  in  ye  ffort  shall 
every  Evening  goe  to  the  Govern'' :  for  orders,  and  the  Serjeants  shall  attend  in  the 
ffort  to  receive  them  from  the  said  Chief  Officer,  &  carry  them  to  the  Gentlemen  of 
the  Councell  and  the  Commission  Officers,  and  the  word  is  to  be  given  to  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Councell  &  to  the  Officers  of  the  Garrison,  that  is  to  the 
Commission  Officers,  ye  Marshall,  Sarjeants  Corporalls  and  Hounders,  and  to  none 
others,  &  if  any  shall  give  the  word  to  any  others  except  by  the  Govern18 :  order  and 
permission  he  shall  loose  his  office  and  shall  suffer  such  further  paine  or  penalty  for 
the  same  as  the  qualit}T  and  circumstances  thereof  shall  deserve. 

12  :  If  any  Soldier  upon  the  beat  of  Drume  not  being  imployed  upon  duty,  or 
sick,  or  out  of  Towne  with  leave  does  not  repaire  to  his  Collours,  and  there  remaine 
and  doe  and  perforate  what  he  is  commanded,  untill  he  have  leave  of  the  Officer  then 
in  command  to  depart,  he  shall  lye  in  Irons  nutill  the  Councell  of  Officers  Sett,  & 
then  be  otherwise  punisht  for  such  his  contempt  at  the  discretion  of  the  Councell  of 
Officers. 

13  :  The  Commission  officers  shall  not  faile  to  Drill  or  exercise  their  Companys 
once  a  Weeke,  or  at  the  least  once  in  a  fortnight,  upon  ye  penalty  of  forfeiting  one 
Months  pay  to  the  use  of  the  poore  for  every  such  neglect. 

11  :  Whosoever  shall  attempt  to  gett  over,  the  Wals  of  the  ffort,  or  any  of  the 
Wals,  Curtaiues  or  Bastians  of  the  Towne  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever,  he  shall 
suffer  one  Months  imprisonment  in  Irons  &  be  kept  with  Rice  and  Water,  and  that 
Months  pay  to  be  forfeited  to  the  Hono,lle :  Compa :  or  be  otherwise  punisht  as  the 
circumstances  of  the  offence  shall  deserve. 

15  :  If  any  English  or  others  sent  out  by  the  Honoble :  Compa :  or  belonging  to 
the  English  Ships  shall  desert  their  service  without  licence,  and  voluntary  returne 
and  come  to  serve  in  this  Garrison,  such  persons  shall  serve  five  yeares  De  Novo 
from  the  time  of  the  said  returne,  the  two  first  yeares  as  private  Sentinells  at  ten 
fanams  ty  Mensem  less  then  the  usuall  pay  of  the  Garrison  ;  and  the  three  Jast 
yeares  at  the  usuall  pay,  and  if  any  Persons  deserting  the  Honoble :  Comp!,s  :  Service 
shall  be  taken  and  returned  by  force  they  shall  serve  five  yeares  De  Novo  at  such 
pay  as  is  before  exprest,  and  shall  alsoe  ride  the  Horse  for  three  dayes  three  howers 
at  a  time,  and  if  any  Officer  or  other  shall  know  of  any  Soldier  deserting  his  Collours 
or  anv  other  Person  heing  run  away  and  doth  not  immediately  acquaint  the 
Govern1' :  therewith  he  shall  loose  his  Office  or  forfeit  a  Months  pay  to  the  Honol|e  : 
Company. 

1 6  :  If  any  Person  shall  send  or  permitt  to  be  sent  or  carryed  out  of  the  ffort, 
or  out  of  any  other  Magazine  or  store  house  belonging  to  the  Honoble  :  Compa  :  any 
Amunition,  as  Powder,  Shott,  Amies,  Match  or  Provisions  without  the  Govern1*  : 
order  or  acquainting  him  therewith,  all  such  Persons  shall  loose  their  Offices  and  be 
severely  proceeded  against. 

17  :  Noe  Homan  Catholick  or  Papist  whither  English  or  of  any  other  Nation 
shall  beare  any  office  in  this  Garrison,  and  shall  have  no  more  pay  then  80  :  fanams 
^ffi  Mensem  as  private  Centinells,  and  the  pay  of  those  of  the  Portugez  Nation  as 
Europeans,  Musteeses,  and  Topasses  is  from  Seventy  to  forty  fanams  <$>  Mensem. 

IS  :  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  disert  his  Collours  or  station  that  shall  be 
apointed  him  to  defend  in  time  of  service,  and  shall  not  doe  his  utmost  to  destroy  the 
Enemy  as  he  shall  be  commanded,  or  shall  flye  over  to  the  Euemy,  such  officer  or 
Soldier  shall  be  proceeded  against,  and  suffer  as  a  Traytor  to  his  King  and  Country. 

19  :  If  any  Person  without  the  Govern18 :  knowledge  and  consent  shall  give 
intelligence  or  hold  any  correspondence  with  any  that  are  declared  Enemies  to  the 
English,  or  that  shall  Emhezzeli  or  destroy  any  Armes  or  Amunition  of  the  Honol,le : 
Compas :  or  furnish  the  Enemy  therewith,  or  with  any  other  Armes  or  Amunition, 
such  Person  shall  be  proceeded  against  as  a  Traytor. 
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20  :  If  any  Person  shall  raise  Sedition,  make  or  abett  any  Mutiny  or  Insurrec- 
tion against  the  government,  or  shall  contrive  or  endeavour  either  himselfe,  or 
intiee  or  corrupt  any  other,  to  fire  or  destroy,  or  deliver  up  the  ffort,  Towne,  or  any 
Bui  wart,  Magazine,  house  or  place  of  Strength  therein,  or  any  Ship  or  Vessell 
belonging  to  the  English  to  any  Enemy  whatsoever,  such  Person  or  Persons  shall 
be  proceeded  against  and  suffer  as  Tray  tors  to  their  King  and  Country. 

21  :  If  any  Officer  shall  strike  a  Soldier  without  offence  given  or  otherwise  then 
according  to  the  use  and  custome  of  Discipline  Military,  he  shall  answear  it  at  the 
Councell  of  Officers  and  make  reeompence  for  the  same,  nor  shall  any  officer  strike  a 
private  Soldier  for  any  offence  or  fault  more  then  three  or  f oure  stroakes,  and  if  the 
offence  requires  farther  or  greater  punishment  it  shall  be  ordered  by  A  Consultation 
of  the  officers,  and  such  officer  as  shall  offend  herein,  shall  give  such  reasonable 
satisfaction  as  shall  be  awarded  for  the  same. 

22  :  He  that  shall  take  any  thing  by  force  from  any  Markett  people  shop  keeper 
or  other  person  pretending  to  have  it  at  what  price  [he]  please  shall  pay  treble  the 
vallue  thereof  to  the  party  grieved,  and  if  any  Person  shall  abuse  any  of  the  Natives 
or  Towne  Inhabitants  by  strikeing,  frighting,  quarrelleing,  drawing  their  Swords  or 
the  like,  such  Persons  shall  be  carryed  before  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Choultry, 
and  being  thereof  convicted  shall  be  punish't  as  may  be  equivalent  to  the  offence, 
by  standing  Sentinell  in  Armour,  or  by  lying  in  the  Stocks,  or  made  fast  to  the 
britch  of  a  Gun  or  a  Tree,  or  Post,  shall  there  be  beaten  or  whipt,  or  suffer  such  like 
punishments,  as  shall  be  apointed  by  the  said  Justice  or  Justices,  and  the  said 
punishments  shall  be  inflicted  publikely  at  the  Choultry,  or  in  the  open  streete,  to 
the  end  the  Natives  may  be  satisfied  of  the  Justice  done  them,  and  if  any  Person  be 
maimed  or  wounded  in  such  quarrell,  reeompence  shall  be  made  for  the  same,  by 
paying  for  the  cure  and  for  other  damages,  as  the  Justice  or  Justices  shall  judge  fitt. 

23  :  If  any  Soldier  shall  breake  or  loose  his  Armes,  he  shall  pay  for  the  same  or 
for  the  mending  of  them,  and  if  any  shall  shoot  off  a  Muskett,  Ordnance  or  other  fire 
Armes  upon  any  occasion  then  as  usuall,  upon  Sentinell  duty,  saluteing  of  ships  or 
upon  command  of  his  Officer,  he  shall  pay  for  the  powder  ~  fanam  for  every  Muskett, 
and  80  :  fanams  for  every  Ordnance,  and  if  any  harme  ordammage  accreweth  thereby 
he  shall  and  must  answear  the  law  in  such  case  which  is  very  severe. 

24  :  None  shall  be  inlisted  or  Mustered  to  serve  in  the  Garrison  nor  be  dis- 
charged of  the  service  without  the  Governrs :  order  or  permission,  nor  shall  the 
Officers  Muster  one  man  for  another  upon  paine  of  forfeiting  one  Months  pay  to  the 
Honob,e :  Compas :  for  every  such  offence. 

25  :  None  (except  the  Commission  Officers  and  Chief  Gunner  shall  goe  three 
Miles  out  of  the  Towne  or  on  board  the  ships  in  the  road  without  a  pass  from  the 
Govern1  :  upon  penalty  of  forfeiting  half  a  Months  pay  for  every  such  offence  to  the 
use  of  the  poore,  and  the  Commrssion  Officers  and  the  Chief  Gunner  shall  have  leave  . 
to  goe  upon  their  parole  without  a  Pass)  and  if  any  under  officer  or  Soldier  shall 
have  the  Govern1'8 :  leave  to  lye  out  of  Towne  foure  and  twenty  houres  or  longer,  he 
shall  find  a  Man  to  serve  in  his  roome  untill  his  returne,  and  if  any  Officer  or  Soldier 
shall  stay  out  longer  then  the  time  granted  by  the  Govern1':  upon  Paroll  or  in  the 
Pass,  such  a  one  shall  forfeit  his  pay  to  the  poore  for  every  day  he  is  absent  beyond 
the  limited  time,  and  be  further  punished  as  the  offence  shall  meritt.  The  Gentleman 
of  the  Armes  for  writeing  those  Passes  shall  have  J  fanam  for  a  Pass  with  a  Single 
name,  &  one  fanam  for  a  Pass  with  more  then  one  name  in  it.  And  one  days  pay 
for  a  discharge  of  the  Service. 

26  :  All  Officers  Soldiers  and  other  Persons  receiving  the  HonoWe :  Comp*8 :  pay 
within  this  Garrison  shall  apeare  in  person  and  in  case  of  Sickness  apoint  one  for 
them  and  make  demand  of  their  pay  every  Month  upon  call  of  Drume  on  the  pay  day, 
and  in  default  thereof  they  shall  forfeit  the  same  to  the  Honobl° :  Compa  :  and  the  pay 
Master  shall  suffer  noe  stoppage  of  any  persons  Monthly  pay  upon  any  other  demands 
or  pretences  [without  the  consent  of  the  party]  then  for  these  following.

[same  longer]  then  two  Months  they  shall  stand  to  the  curtesie  of  the  Debtor 
[for  the  payment]  thereof,  for  doeing  Duty  one  for  another,  for  clotheing  and  desent 
and  fitting  garb  becomeing  a  Soldier,  and  as  shall  be  used  and  ordered  in  the  Garri- 
son. For  the  Marshall s  fees,  and  for  the  fines,  amercements  and  peualtys  awarded 
for  breach  of  these  Orders. 

27  :  If  any  Man  shall  be  found  guilty  of  Adultery,  Fornication,  uncleanness  or 
any  such  crime,  or  shall  keepe  any  Woman  company  in  an  unlawfull  way  and  refuseth 
to  marry  her,  or  will  not  be  reclaimed  from  such  wickedness,  he  shall  be  kept  in 
prison  for  soe  long  time  as  the  Govern1' :  andCouncell  shall  judge  convenient  [and  be] 
allowed  noe  other  Dyett  then  Eice  and  Water,  his  pay  for  such  time  shall  be  forfei- 
ted to  the  Compa  :  and  if  after  all  he  will  not  be  reclaimed,  he  shall  be  sent  for 
England  there  to  receive  condigne  punishment. 

28  :  If  any  Officer  Soldyer  or  other  person  shall  give  any  affront  or  disrespect 
to  the  Governr :  in  word  or  deed,  or  shall  offer  to  strike  or  lay  vyolent  hands  upon  the 
Govern1' :  or  any  of  the  Councell,  or  shall  attempt  or  eouspire  to  imprison  the 
Govern1' :  such  person  or  persons  soe  offending  shall  loose  his  and  their  office  and  all 
imployment  in  this  Garrison  for  ever,  and  suffer  Six  Months  Imprisonment,  and 
during  that  time  shall  every  Munday  and  Thursday  in  the  forenoone  ride  the  Horse 
for  three  howers,  and  after  releasement  shall  never  weare  a  Sword  or  other  Armes 
within  this  jurisdiction. 

29  :  And  that  this  Towne  and  Garrison  may  be  preserved  in  security  &  good 
government,  it  is  declared  and  ordered  that  if  any  Person  whatsoever  liveing  in  or 
belonging  unto  this  Towne  (tho  not  in  Military  Imployments)  shall  breake  these 
orders,  that  is  in  creating  any  quarrells  or  disturbance  upon  the  Corps  du  Guard,  or 
shall  goe  into  the  Field  to  deside  a  quarrell  with  the  Sword  or  other  Armes  or 
Weapons,  or  shall  attempt  to  gett  over  the  Wals  of  the  ffort  or  other  ffortifications 
of  the  Towne,  or  shall  embezzell,  sell  or  conveigh  any  Amunition  away  belonging  to 
the  Honoble :  Compa :  or  furnish  ye  Enemy  therewith,  or  with  any  other  Armes  or 
Amunition,  or  shall  keepe  correspondency  with  any  declared  Enemy  without  the 
Govemours  knowledge  and  permission,  or  shall  raise  Sedition,  make  or  abett  any 
Mutinv  or  Insurrection  against  the  government,  or  shall  endeavour  to  destroy,  or  to 
deliver  up  any  Fort,  Magazine  or  place  of  Strength  or  any  Ship  belonging  to  the 
English,  to  any  their  Enemys  whatsoever,  or  shall  offer  any  affront  to  the  Governr : 
or  shall  strike  the  Governr :  or  any  of  the  Councell,  or  lay  vyolent  hands  upon  any  of 
them  or  shall  conspire  to  imprison  the  Govern1, :  or  any  such  like  offences  against 
the  good  and  [safety  of  the  place  and  governjment,  every  such  person  or  persons  soe 
offending  of  whatsoever  Nation  or  religion,  whither  in  the  Honoble :  Compa8 :  Service 
or  not,  he  or  they  shall  answear  for  every  such  offence  before  the  Govern1" :  and 
Councell,  and  shall  suffer  such  paines  and  [peualtys]  for  the  same  as  are  appointed  in 
these  Articles  or  [otherwise  as  to]  the  Governr:  and  Councell  shall  seeme  meet  and 
convenient,  &  as  the  quality  &  circumstances  of  the  offence  shall  meritt. 

30  :  That  these  Articles  may  be  the  better  observed,  and  thereby  the  Garrison 
and  government  preserved  in  due  order,  the  Govern1, :  and  Councell  having  other 
weighty  affaires  to  attend,  have  thought  fitt  and  doe  hereby  order  and  apoint  that 
there  shall  be  a  Councell  of  three  or  more  of  the  Commission  Officers,  who  shall  sitt 
in  some  roome  in  the  ffort  every  Tuesday  at  eight  of  the  Clock  in  the  forenoone  & 
oftner  as  occasions  require  and  such  Commission  Officers  not  under  the  number  of 
3  :  all  being  duely  summon'd  by  the  Provost  Marshail  or  one  for  him  are  hereby 
authorized  and  apointed  to  take  cognizance  of  and  examine  offenders  against  these 
orders,  and  to  award  the  punishments  accordingly,  as  is  herein  afterward  limited  and 
appointed,  in  wch  :  Councell  of  Officers,  the  Chief  Officer  in  degree  of  them  present 
shall  take  the  Chaire.  and  the  other  Officers  sett  according  to  their  degrees,  among 
whom  the  Provost  Marshall  is  not  to  sett  as  one  ;  and  the  Gentleman  of  the  Armes' 
shall  allwayes  be  the  Clarke  to  the  said  Councell  of  Officers,  and  sett    at  the  lower 
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end  of  the  Table  to  enter  their  proceedings  and  sentences  in  a  Booke  to  be  kept  in 
ye  ffort  Register.  And  if  any  of  the  Comission  Officers  shall  refuse .  or  neglect  to 
attend  at  the  said  Councell  they  shall  forfeit  their  Office,  o.r  suffer  such  other 
Penalty,  as  the  Governour  and  Councell  shall  apoint. 

31  :  If  any  offence  or  misdemeanour  shall  be  committed  by  any  Officer  or 
Soldier  which  is  not  mentioned  in  these  Articles,  or  which  shall  happen  betweene 
one  Soldier  and  another  of  this  Garrison,  the  said  Commission  Officers  are  hereby 
authorized  and  impowered  to  take  cognizance  thereof,  and  award  such  fine  or  other 
punishment  for  the  same  as  is  reasonable  and  accustomary,  and  as  to  them  shall 
seeme  meet,  but  this  Councell  of  Officers  shall  not  take  cognizance  of  any  action  of 
debt  or  demand  relateing  to  the  civill  government,  except  any  Persons  by  consent 
of  partya  shall  referr  any  such  case  to  their  arbitrament. 

32  :  All  offences  of  a  high  nature  and  especially  being  committed  by  any 
Commission  Officer,  shall  be  tryed  by  the  Governr:  &  Councell,  and  the  Councell 
of  Officers  shall  not  sett  upon  any  great  offence  wth  :  out  first  acquainting  the 
Govern1' :  therewith  and  receive  his  allowance  to  proceed  thereupon,  and  when  they 
shall  have  agreed  upon  any  sentence  they  shall  send  their  Clarke  to  informe  the 
Governour  thereof,  and  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  find  themselves  agrieved  bv 
the  sentence  of  the  Councell  of  Officers,  they  shall  and  may.  Appeale  from  the  same 
to  the  Govern1' :  arid  Councell,  and  then  the  case  shall  be  heard  and  judged 
by  them  according  to  equity  and  the  Merritts  of  the  offence,  but  for  small  punish- 
ments for  misdemeanours  noe  Appeales  are  allowed. 

33  :  Provided  allwayes  that  if  any  Officer,  Soldier  or  other  person  of  this 
Garrison  shall  com  mitt  any  offence  against  any  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Towne,  or 
other  Person  that  is  not  in  Military  Imploym1  or  if  any  such  Person  shall  abuse  a 
soldier  or  other  Person  of  the  Garrison  and  in  all  such  cases,  where  any  Officer, 
Soldier  or  other  Person  hath  complaint  or  demand  upon  any  Person  of  ye  Garrison  or 
any  Person  demand  upon  a  Soldier  or  Officer,  or  other  person  of  the  Garrison,  upon 
any  action  of  Debt  acco* :  or  such  like  relateing  to  the  Civill  Majestrate,  the  Councell 
of  Officers  are  not  to  medle  therein,  but  the  Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Choultry  shall 
take  cognizance  thereof.  &  award  such  fine  and  punishment  thereupon  as  to  him  or 
them  shall  seeme  meet  and  agreeable  to  law  and  equity,  soe  allwayes  as  apeales  are 
allowed  from  such  sentence  of  the  Justice  or  Justices  to  ye  Court  of  Judicature,  as 
was  ordered  the  18th:  March  167|. 

34.  And  that  all  offenders  against  these  orders  may  be  duly  punished,  and 
thereby  others  restrayned  from  the  like  crimes,  and  soe  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of 
the  Garrison  and  inhabitants  firmely  settled,  there  is  a  Provost  Marshall  apointed, 
who  by  his  Commission  and  instructions  is  to  take  charge  of,  and  safely  to  keepe  all 
Persons  yf  shall  be  committed  to  him,  and  to  execute  all  Sentences  that  shall  be 
awarded  by  the  Governr :  and  Councell  or  by  the  Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Choultry,  . 
or  by  the  Councell  of  Officers,  and  to  doe  all  other  things  according  to  his  said 
Commission  and  Instructions,  and  if  the  said  Provost  Marshall  shall  refuse  to  receive 
or  keepe  any  Prisoner  committed  to  his  charge,  or  suffer  him  to  escape  being  once 
in  his  custody,  or  dismiss  him  without  order,  he  shall  be  lyable  to  the  same  punish- 
ment which  should  have  been  inflicted  upon  the  party  dismissed  or  permitted  to 
escape,  or  such  other  punishment  as  the  Govern1  :  and  Councell  shall  think  fitt,  and 
if  he  shall  be  negligent  or  remiss  in  his  office  and  through  favour  or  feare  not 
execute  the  punishments  awarded  as  he  shall  be  commanded,  for  the  first  offence  he 
shall  be  fined  a  Months  pay,  for  the  second  two  Months  pay  and  for  the  third  be 
put  out  of  his  office,  or  otherwise  punished  as  the  Governour  and  Councell  shall 
think  fitt. 

35  :  If  any  Person  being  required  by  the  said  Marshall  to  assist  him  in  the 
performance  and  execution  of  his  Office  according  to  his  Commission,  shall  disobey 
'or  refuse  soe  to  assist  the  Marshall,  he  shall  forfeit  one  Mouths  pay  for  the  use  of 
the  poore  for  every  such  offence,  and  be  further  punished,  as  the  circumstances  and 
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quality  of  the  Offence  shall  deserve,  and  if  the  Marshall  upon  needful  occasion  shall 
require  any  Officer  to  send  a  Guard  for  his  assistance,  and  the  Officer  refuseth  soe  to 
doe,  the  Marshall  hath  power  to  command  the  Soldiers  from  the  Officer,  and  if  any 
Soldier  refuseth  to  obey  such  command  of  the  Marshall,  the  Officer  and  the  Soldiers, 
shall  both  be  punished  as  aforesaid. 

36  :  The  Provost  Marshall  hath  authority  of  himselfe  to  take  any  Person  that 
shall  offend  against  these  orders  and  Commit  him  to  prison  or  put  him  in  Irons,  and 
then  forthwith  he  shall  acquaint  the  Govern1" :  of  the  whole  fact,  and  from  him 
receive  orders  to  present  the  tryall  of  the  offender  either  by  the  Govern1" :  and 
Councell,  or  by  the  Justices  of  the  Choultry,  or  by  the  Councell  of  Officers,  but  if 
the  Marshall,  shall  committ  any  Person  upon  his  own  head  that  is  noe  Offender  for 
the  advantage  of  his  Fees  only,  wch  :  is  a  dayes  pay  of  the  Person  committed,  he  shall 
be  fined  for  the  same  as  the  Governour  and  Councell  shall  apoint. 

37  :  The  Marshall  is  to  give  notice  to  the  Govern1" :  and  Councell,  to  the  Justice 
or  Justices  of  the  Choultry  and  to  the  Commission  Officers,  upon  every  Councell  and 
Court  day  of  all  Persons  that  are  under  his  custody,  and  have  not  received  Sentence 
that  the  case  may  be  examined  without  delay,  and  he  is  alsoe  to  acquaint  the 
Govern'" :  with  the  orders  that  he  shall  receive  from  the  Justice  or  Justices  of  the 
Choultry  or  the  Councell  of  Officers  for  the  punishment  of  any  great  offenders  before 
he  executeth  the  same,  and  the  Govern1" :  and  Councell  may  remitt  the  punishment 
or  give  such  orders  therein  as  they  shall  think  expedient  but  small  punishments  for 
misdemeanours  awarded  by  the  Justice  or  Justices  or  by  the  Councell  of  Officers  he 
may  execute  forthwith. 

38  :  These  Articles  shall  be  read  every  Month  at  the  head  of  the  Comp*5 :  by  the 
Gentleman  of  the  Armes  upon  takeing  the  Muster  of  the  Garrison  the  last  day  of 
every  Month  (except  it  shall  happen  to  be  Sunday  and  then  upon  the  day  following) 
to  the  end  none  may  pretend  ignorance  thereof,  and  all  Persons  in  the  Honoble : 
CompaS :  pay  in  Military  Imployment  in  this  Garrison,  are  stricktly  charged  & 
comanded  to  give  due  observance  to  these  orders,  and  not  to  act  contrary  to  the  same 
upon  paine  of  undergoeing  the  penaltys  apointed  herein  and  suffering  further  dis- 
pleasure, in  confirmation  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  sett  our  hands,  and  the  HonobIe : 
Companys  Seale  ths  28th  :  day  of  October  Anno  Domini  1678  :  and  in  the  30th  :  yeare 
of  the  Raigne  of  our  Soveraigne  Lord,  Charles  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God  King 
of  England,  Scotland,  France  &  Ireland,  Defender  of  ye  Faith  &ca :

In  these  twenty  yeares  that  we  have  lived  under  the  protection    of  the  HonobIe :  f-'1  *h.e  .otbtrs 
Comp" :  will  it  not  be  Judged  of  our  proceedings  in  generall,  principally  by  your  Worp.  sut>soribed. 
who  takes  notice  of  all  things,  and  that  we  meritt  not  less  then  the  English  themselves 
to  enjoy  their  priviledges,  as  it  appeares  in  this  following  reasons. 

It  is  our  Politick  government,  and  may  be  your  "Worps  :  alsoe,  that  any  Inhabit- 
ant whatsoever  of  a  Citty,  Village  ,  or  Place  though  natives  of  another  Citty,  being 
but  foure  yeares  Inhabitant,  doe  enjoy  and  serves  according  to  their  quallitys  & 
meritts  all  the  Honourable  imployments  of  the  Republike,  and  in  this  of  your  Worps : 
whereof  we  have  been  inhabitants  foure  times  longer  then  the  aforesaid  yeares,  we 
have  the  equallity  of  the  Natives  being  Portugueses,  not  only  knowne  but  by  the 
meritts  which  we  declare  herein,  which  the  English  themselves  cannot  alleadge  being 
few,  who  in  all  ibis  time  doe  not  change  the  place  for  other  parts,  or  goe  for  their 
Native  country  finishing  their  limited  time  of  Service. 

By  our  inhabiting  in  this  Towne,  there  came  to  it  Painters,  Weavers,  workemen 
and  other  inhabitants,  who  knew  only  our  comand,  and  now  they  doe  live  under  yc : 
Command  of  the  Honoble  :  Compa  :  soe  convenient  to  the  Towne,  as  advantageous  to 
the  Customes  thereof. 

In  the  adversities  and  threatnings  of  "Warr  with  the  Natives  and  Europeans  we  are 
imployed  in  places  and  Bullworts  as  Captaines  and  Soldiers,  with  soe  much  readiness 
as  it  is  knowne,  paying  only  those  belonging  to  the  Garrison,  and  this  assistance  of 
watches  and  Rounds,  and  the  rest  of  the  English  none  at  all,  as  it  is  knowne  and 
allready  discoursed. 

We  have  built  houses  for  us  to  live  in,  it  was  not  only  on  our  cost,  but  it 
increased  and  ennobled  the  Towne,  a  thing  which  rarely  happens  of  a  Nation  which 
is  not  the  Owner  and  Masters  of  the  Towne. 

In  our  Trade  and  Merchandizes  that  we  are  granted  we  doe  pay  custome  wch  : 
appeares  by  the  Custome  booke  of  the  Choultry  which  are  considerable  considering 
our  small  Estates. 

And  if  in  Politick  behaviour  we  are  so  agreeable  in  the  correspondency  and  friend- 
ship with  the  English,  and  betweene  our  Kings  and  Lords  soe  great  alliances,  our  well 
doing  meritts  greater  as  to  what  we  now  say,  your  "Worp  :  &c  :  may  please  to  consi- 
der if  it  was  our  bad  fortune  or  unjustice  all  this  while  not  to  enjoy  the  same  priviled- 
ges, having  meritted  them  by  these  proceedings,  for  it  was  kept  for  this  time,  we  hope 
in  your  Worps:  Zeal,  Justice  and  readiness,  the  remuneration  thereof,  delaying  the  ease 
of  Manoel  Brandan  de  Lima  untill  we  give  in,  in  his  defence  with  "Wittness  a  just 
proofe  of  his  ignoraney,  that  if  the  eases  have  in  Justice  the  same  eqallity  there  is 
much  difference  in  what  happened. 

That  in  ease  of  our  naturall  defence  we  should  kill,  we  doe  not  therelore 
condemne  ourselves  the  more,  that  where  wisdome  doth  not  worke  freely,  the  fault 
cannot  be  great  being  given  by  Nature. 

In  all  the  time  of  our  being  in  this  Towne  it  happened  severall  criminall  cases, 
that  though  anticipated  it  wholy  excuses  the  tbing  happened. 

"What  defence  could  he  give  for  his  deliverance  who  goeing  up  to  a  Bui  wort  on 
purpose,  and  gave  fire  to  the  Guns  thereof  against  the  Fort  and  Towne,  from  whence  it 
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killed  the  Son  of  a  Portugues,  and  might  have  killed  more,  if  by  imprisoning  did  not 
prevent  greater  mischief,  but  by  want  of  witt,  for  without  any  more  proofe,  nor  any 
punishment  to  be  free. 

What  excuse  could  be  given  for  him  who  without  cause  killed  a  young  man  of 
our  Nation  with  a  Pistoll  in  the  midle  of 'a  Street,  but  the  want  of  wisdome  and 
reason,  and  if  in  this  and  other  cases  hapned  here  the  witt  had  the  excuse  of  not  being 
perfect,  how  can  there  not  be  the  same  Justice  for  a  Portugues  without  witt  having 
in  his  cause  greater  proofe  of  being  excused  and  none  of  condemnation. 

What  greatar  excuse  can  there  be  in  a  Man,  then  that  the  cause  itselfe  that 
condemns  him  doe  excuse  him,  for  if  it  be  a  naturall  action  to  excuse  him  in  any  case 
the  same  in  this  he  .should  have  excused  himselfe,  and  for  want  of  witt  he 
made  himselfe  guilty,  the  same  reasons  wherewith  he  condemnes  himselfe 
the  same  doe  free  him,  and  whereas  his  want  of  witt  did  only  worke 
in  this  case,  doe  not  seeme  Justice  that  without  more  proofe  should  be  guilty, 
who  hath  many  accidents  of  a  foole,  that  haveing  many  times  opportunity  to  come 
out  of  the  prison,  did  not  doe  it,  but  yet  called  the  Officers  to  secure  him,  without 
considering  ye  rigours  of  a  prisoner  wanting  witt.  > 

Though  these  reasons  for  your  Worp  :  and  the  rest  of  the  Noble  Councell  be 
not  enough  to  free  Manoel  Brandan  de  Lima,  having  suffered  for  this  cause  the 
rigorous  punishment  of  soe  many  yeares  imprisonment  in  Irons  kept  in  a  Prison,  and 
those  that  had  greater  faults  are  free,  We  doe  require  &  intreat  your  Worp :  with  the 
moderation  due  to  soe  Illustrious  a  Person,  and  to  the  rest  of  your  Noble  Councell 
in  the  behalfe  of  the  most  high  and  Mighty  Soveraigne  King  of  Great  Britaine,  and 
of  Soveraigne  Queen,  and  of  the  Honoble :  Company,  that  hearing  and  considering  our 
reasons  untill  the  finall  sentence  to  delay,  when  should  be  sentenced  with  rigour, 
for  it  shewes  in  all  parts  of  the  world  the  reasons  that  the  party  and  partys  are  heard. 
Notwithstanding  yet  ye  deceased  to  be  a  Native  of  India,  and  not  subject  to  the 
Lawes  of  England,  and  without  any  party  that  accuses  the  Death,  by  reason,  know- 
ing that  the  occasion  of  the  Murder  was  want  of  witt  doth  not  permit  it,  neither  the 
Lawes  of  reason  doe  condemne  him.  And  in  all  whatsoever  your  worp  :  shall  act 
in  our  favour  of  the  Justice,  and  our  Creditt  and  Meritts  we  shall  acknowledge  as 
very  ready  at  your  Worp3 :  Service  whom  God  keepe  for  many  yeares.

the'wwrant  Whereas  by  virtue  of  the  powers  granted  in  the  Kings  Majestys  Royall  Charter 

foroarrying  to  the  Honoble :  the  Govern' :  and  Compa:  of  Marehants  of  London  tradeing  into  the 
ho™"801161  East  Indies,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  derived  unto  us  the  Agent  Govern1, : 
and  Councell  of  Fort  S' :  George  Madrasspatnam  in  the  East  Indies,  Manoell  Brandon 
de  Lima  hath  been  Indicted  for  the  fellonious  Murder  of  Pero  Rangell,  and  there- 
upon had  a  legall  tryall  by  a  Jury  at  a  Court  of  Judicature  holden  before  us  upon 
the  five  and  twenty eth  day  of  September  last,  and  was  there  found  guilty  by  verdict 
of  the  said  Jury,  and  upon  the  said  conviction  was  then  sentenced  to  be  hanged  by
